Fraternal  Workers  in  Germany 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  B.  Star- 
buck,  Evangelical  and  Reformed  minister 
and  wife,  have  been  chosen  by  the  Con- 
gregational Christian  Service  Committee 
to  work  for  a  mission  project  of  a  Ger- 
man Protestant  church.  They  will  serve 
as  fraternal  workers  in  the  Gossner  Mis- 
sion, Mainz-Kastel,  Germany.  This  proj- 
ect is  an  attempt  to  bring  Christianity 
to  the  industrial  workers.  The  Mission 
also  has  a  hostel  for  industrial  workers 
housing  about  100  residents,  most  of 
whom  are  refugees  from  the  east.  Mr. 
Starbuck  was  pastor  of  Faith  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Church  and  a  campus 
minister  in  State  College,  Pa.

Beloit,  first  of  our  colleges  in 
the  United  States  to  be  covered  in  this  series,  has  consistently  proved  itself  in  its 
purpose  "to  send  into  society  young  men  and  women  equipped  for  the  masterful 
administration  of  the  unforeseen."

Riding  the  Circuit 

Many  of  our  clergymen 
"rode  circuit"  in  the  early 
years  of  home  mission  evan- 
gelism of  our  country  but 
we  cannot  now  conceive  of 
some  of  the  hardships  of 
the  trail  or  the  primitive 
conditions  under  which  they 
conducted  worship  in  settle- 
ment and  wilderness.  That 
our  Board  of  Home  Missions 
uses  the  full-time  services  of  a  circuit-rider  to  cover  isolated  areas  where  the  Gospel 
is  seldom  heard,  and  that  the  Rev.  Leila  Anderson,  Congregational  Christian  minister, 
often  deals  with  conditions  as  primitive  as  early  ministers  knew  is  evidence  of  the 
value  of  this  method  of  evangelism.  While  she  uses  a  well-equipped  station  wagon 
to  carry  on  her  work,  she  often  arrives  at  a  church  on  a  cold  Sunday  to  find  that  wood 
for  the  fire  still  has  to  be  gathered,  the  bell  rung,  and  the  congregation,  as  in  the 
case  of  Indian  Reservation  churches  in  South  Dakota,  aroused  from  their  beds. 
Indian  folk  are  slow  at  arriving  but  they  often  ask  to  be  allowed  to  ride  on  with 
Miss  Anderson  to  the  next  service  to  listen,  examine  her  latest  Christian  education 
materials,  and  watch  the  slides  on  the  work  of  Our  Christian  World  Mission. 


One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  With  Men 

This  is  the  10th  annual  observance  of  the  united  appeal  for  relief  and  rehabilita- 
tion of  destitute  and  stricken  people  overseas  through  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing. 
These  very  words  are  poignant  with  the  limitations  of  time  and  thought  which  we 
often  give  to  the  sufferings  of  our  fellow  creatures.  When  we  expose  our  hearts  to 
compassion  our  Service  Committee  and  Church  World  Service  are  enabled  to  extend 
our  offerings  around  the  world  in  marvelous  avenues  of  mercy  that  include  not  only 
food  but  programs  of  self  help  which  alleviate  mental  as  well  as  physical  miseries. 


New  Testaments  of  Their  Own 

Above  all  else  this  Korean  lad  wanted 
his  own  New  Testament.  When  he  heard 
that  the  Bible  van  of  the  Bible  Society 
was  coming  through  his  village,  he 
worked  from  early  morning  until  late  at 
night  making  450  feet  of  straw  rope.  He 
brought  it  in  his  hands  as  payment  for 
a  New  Testament.  The  Korean  Bible  So- 
ciety used  the  rope  to  bind  up  cartons  of 
Scriptures  when  these  were  consigned  to 
points  served  by  the  railway.  Recently, 
in  an  effort  to  fulfill  desires  of  Korean 
men  in  service  for  Bibles,  1 5,000  Korean 
New  Testaments  and  10,000  Gospel  por- 
tions were  made  available.

Symbols  of  the  Apostles 


Symbols,  or  signs,  were  one  of  the  first 
visual  aids  used  and  understood  by  Chris- 
tians. Men  and  women  of  the  early  Church 
looked  through  them  to  the  truths  which 
they  expressed.  The  cross,  the  dove  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  the  lily  and  rose  are  familiar 
symbols  used  to  recall  truths  in  the  New 
Testament.  The  flaming  sword,  the  brazen 
serpent,  the  mark  on  the  doorposts  of  Egypt 
are  graphic  symbols  of  Old  Testament 
stories.  Grain,  fish  and  other  Christian  sym- 
bols were  carved  into  the  walls  of  cata- 
combs, and  later  into  altars  and  doors  of 
cathedrals  all  over  the  world.  Not  to  be 
worshipped,  but  as  a  kind  of  "sign  language 
of  our  Faith",  these  symbols  have  served  a 
worshipful  purpose  through  the  centuries. 
Each  of  the  shields  of  the  Apostles  and  St. 
Paul  symbolizes  an  event  in  their  lives  and 
martyrdoms.

The  Church's  Opportunity  rin  Higher  Education 

With  all  first-class  higher  education  in  the  U.  S.  now  secularized,  at  least  in  the 
sense  of  being  separated  from  ecclesiastical  control,  why  should  the  church  feel  that 
it  has  an  obligation  to  try  to  understand  and  in  some  ways  support  and  influence  the 
life  and  program  of  the  college  and  university?  The  answer  .  .  .  quite  simple  and 
clear,  is  frequently  ignored  in  church  circles.  The  church  is  to  be  concerned  about 
higher  education  for  the  same  reason  it  is  to  be  concerned  about  any  other  dynamic 
force  or  movement  that  is  shaping  the  affairs  of  the  contemporary  world  and  influenc- 
ing the  lives  and  destinies  of  human  beings.  If  the  church  recognizes  any  responsibility 
for  action  in  society— if  it  has  any  sense  of  strategy,  of  focusing  action  at  points  where 
crucial  choices  and  decisions  are  made— it  will  necessarily  become  deeply  involved  in 
the  task  of  higher  education.  .  .  . 

Let  the  church  earn  the  right  to  be  regarded  as  friend  and  supporter  of  the  college 
and  in  time  the  college  will  reciprocate  by  introducing  classes  in  Bible,  philosophy  of 
religion,  and  Christian  ethics  into  the  course  of  study.

The  Christmas  Fund 

The  total  amount  received  by  the  Pension  Boards  of  our  denomination  to  be  used 
as  aid  to  our  veterans  of  the  Cross  amounted  to  $150,638.13  in  1957's  Christmas 
Fund.  Checks  amounting  to  approximately  $50,000  were  sent  out  at  Christmas  time  tc 
over  800  ministers  and  widows  of  ministers.  The  Emergency  Fund,  constituted  out  of 
that  part  of  the  Christmas  Fund  not  distributed  in  Christmas  gifts,  works  all  the  year.

Pentecost  (meaning  fiftieth)  is  the  oldest  religious  festival  of  the 
western  world  and  dates  back  to  the  fiftieth  day  .  after  deliverance 
from  Egypt.  It  is  linked  by  the  Jews  to  the' giving  of 'the  law  at 
Sinai  and  the  call  for  thanksgiving  for  God's  self  revelation  and 
goodness.  Christians  add  to  these  still  valid  reasons  for  observing 
Pentecost;  the  first  understanding  of  the  universal  character  of  the 
Church,  its  inclusiveness  and  its  mission  to  all  men,  came  to  those 
who  were  met  with  one  accord  in  the  upper  room  at  Jerusalem. 
The  external  manifestation  of  the  coming  of  the  Spirit  is  of  little 
significance  compared  to  the  importance  of  its  inner  meaning.

Jaffna  College,  Ceylon, 
was  organized  in  1 872  by 
Christian  leaders  of  Ceylon, 
with  the  cooperation  of 
missionaries,  to  carry  on  the 
remarkably  effective  service 
that  had  been  rendered  by 
Batticotta  Seminary.  It  began  as  a  secondary  school  but  now  maintains  a  Junior  Col- 
lege and  has  about  1500  students  in  all  its  departments.  Because  of  its  emphasis  on 
the  training  of  Christian  leaders,  it  is  giving  substantial  aid  to  the  theological  work 
at  Bangalore,  Serampore  and  Pasumalai,  and  is  largely  responsible  for  the  high  qual- 
ity of  the  ministers  of  the  churches  in  the  Jaffna  area.  Otley  Hall  houses'  what  is 
probably  the  best  school  library  in  Ceylon.  There  are  reading,  reference  and  confer- 
ence rooms;  on  the  shelves  are  all  the  classics,  and  modern  books  of  every  department 
of  learning  with  foreign  and  domestic  magazines  and  newspapers.

How  Students  Serve  in  Summer 

There  is  a  program  of  the  Town  and  Country  work  of  our  Board  of  Home  Missions 
which  has  provided  a  magic  formula  that  has  opened  doors  to  a  busy,  useful  summer 
for  hundreds  of  college  and  seminary  students  during  the  past  four  decades.  Student 
Summer  Service,  as  the  program  is  called,  sends  college  and  seminary  students  into 
church  work  for  their  summer  term.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  student  this  is  an 
opportunity  to  get  professional  training  and  give  valuable  assistance  where  most 
needed.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  churches,  Student  Summer  Service  is  an  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  leadership,  especially  in  the  smaller,  more  remote  parishes  which 
lack  regular  leaders.  Students  help  provide  a  full  church  program  for  the  entire 
summer  to  some  churches  which  would  otherwise  remain  closed  for  the  whole  year. 
In  this  kind  of  service,  college  students  are  used  in  youth  camps,  vacation  church 
schools,  and  as  assistants  to  ministers;  seminary  students  get  the  kind  of  experience 
that  is  considered,  by  most  seminaries  to  be  an  integral  part  of  their  curriculum.  Our 
part  in  this  work  comes  through  our  offerings  to  this  excellent  home  mission  project.

American  College,  Madura 


For  three-quarters  of  a  century  the 
American  College,  Madura,  has  served  the 
youth  of  India.  Today  a  thousand  stu-i 
dents,  of  whom  bne:fourth  are  Christian, 
are  studying  under  ^Christian  auspices. 
The  University  bf  Madras,  has  selected 
the  American  College  as  one  of  the  in- 
stitutions to  give  courses  *n  science  lead- 
ing to  the  M.A.  degree.  The  central 
government  is  prepared  to  pay  f two-thirds 
of  the  cost  of  the  buildings  and  up  to 
one-half  of  the  cost  on  maintenance.  The 
College  is  asking  the  American  Board 
for  three  young  missionaries  with  doctor-

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Symbols  of  the  Apostles 


Symbols,  or  signs,  were  one  of  the  first 
visual  aids  used  and  understood  by  Chris- 
tians. Men  and  women  of  the  early  Church 
looked  through  them  to  the  truths  which 
they  expressed.  The  cross,  the  dove  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  the  lily  and  rose  are  familiar 
symbols  used  to  recall  truths  in  the  New 
Testament.  The  flaming  sword,  the  brazen 
serpent,  the  mark  on  the  doorposts  of  Egypt 
are  graphic  symbols  of  Old  Testament 
stories.  Grain,  fish  and  other  Christian  sym- 
bols were  carved  into  the  walls  of  cata- 
combs, and  later  into  altars  and  doors  of 
cathedrals  all  over  the  world.  Not  to  be 
worshipped,  but  as  a  kind  of  "sign  language 
of  our  Faith",  these  symbols  have  served  a 
worshipful  purpose  through  the  centuries. 
Each  of  the  shields  of  the  Apostles  and  St. 
Paul  symbolizes  an  event  in  their  lives  and 
martyrdoms.

The  Church's  Opportunity  in  Higher  Education 

With  all  first-class  higher  education  in  the  U.  S.  now  secularized,  at  least  in  the 
sense  of  being  separated  from  ecclesiastical  control,  why  should  the  church  feel  that 
it  has  an  obligation  to  try  to  understand  and  in  some  ways  support  and  influence  the 
life  and  program  of  the  college  and  university?  The  answer  .  .  .  quite  simple  and 
clear,  is  frequently  ignored  in  church  circles.  The  church  is  to  be  concerned  about 
higher  education  for  the  same  reason  it  is  to  be  concerned  about  any  other  dynamic 
force  or  movement  that  is  shaping  the  affairs  of  the  contemporary  world  and  influenc- 
ing the  lives  and  destinies  of  human  beings.  If  the  church  recognizes  any  responsibility 
for  action  in  society— if  it  has  any  sense  of  strategy,  of  focusing  action  at  points  where 
crucial  choices  and  decisions  are  made— it  will  necessarily  become  deeply  involved  in 
the  task  of  higher  education.  .  .  . 

Let  the  church  earn  the  right  to  be  regarded  as  friend  and  supporter  of  the  college 
and  in  time  the  college  will  reciprocate  by  introducing  classes  in  Bible,  philosophy  of 
religion,  and  Christian  ethics  into  the  course  of  study.

Cultivated  minds  are  not  enough;  we  must  have  committed  minds.  Recog- 
nizing this  fact,  Jesus  adds  a  new  dimension  to  the  law  of  his  people:  "You 
shall  love  the  Lord  your  God  with  all  of  your  mind."  He  was  a  dramatic 
example  of  the  committed  mind.  .  .  .  The  true  light  continues  to  come  into 
the  world  in  this  day  as  followers  of  Jesus  learn  to  love  God,  and  their 
neighbors,  with  their  minds.  This  is  what  is  meant  by  Christian  higher  edu- 
cation, and  is  the  response  which  Christians  make  to  people  who  cry,  "Give 
us  light!"  This  is  a  world-wide  cry  of  men  and  women  who  are  trying  to 
find  their  way  out  of  the  darkness  of  superstition,  disease,  hunger,  fear, 
slavery  and  war.  Congregational  Christians  have  contributed  much  to  higher 
education,  but  more  must  be  done  if  the  light  of  education  is  not  to  be 
smothered  by  the  returning  darkness  of  a  fearful  and  threatening  age.

The  most  significant 
development  in  Western  India  is  in  the  rapid  growth  and  achievement  of  Ahmed- 
nagar  College,  the  newest 


of  these.  Founded  in  1947 
on  the  faith  of  Dr.  B.  P. 
Hivale  and  a  group  of  like- 
minded  Indian  teachers, 
with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Board,  this  school  is  now 
giving  full  training  to  1 ,000 
men  and  women.  The 
Christian  spirit  expresses 
itself  in  chapel  services, 
twenty-four  prayer  cells, 
and  extension  work  in  the 
villages.  The  outstanding 
needs  are  more  dormitory 
space  and  more  scholarship 
aid  for  needy,  out-of-town 
students. 
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It  has  been  said  that  when  God  touches  a  Protestant's  soul  he  puts  a 
world  map  in  his  hand  and  a  word,  "Go",  in  his  heart.  During  the  past 
150  years  a  thrilling  tide  of  men  and  women  from  our  churches,  schools 
and  hospitals  have  ventured  to  live  the  Gospel  with  eagerness  before  men. 
Among  them  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Webb,  with  two  small  children, 
travelled  four  thousand  miles  on  a  tiny,  78-year-old,  three-masted  Argen- 
tinian sailboat  through  the  waters  of  war-time  South  Atlantic  to  find  the 
"wonder  and  adventure"  of  life  in  the  lovely  forest  station  at  Mt.  Silinda 
Institute,  Southern  Rhodesia.  Fifteen  years  have  elapsed  since  that  journey, 
and  the  African  people  have  become  their  people— the  school  life  their  life, 
Today  twelve  missionaries  represent  us  at  this  station  where  the  word  of 
God  reaches  men  through  educational,  medical  and  evangelistic  services.

When  the  young  people  of  the  Con-

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Marine-Worship  Camp 

An  interracial  group  of  boys  partici- 
pated in  a  church-sponsored  youth  pro- 
gram combining  worship  with  close-order 
drill.  The  boys  went  to  a  camp  which  was 
designed  by  its  originator  and  director, 
26-year-old  Ben  Moring,  to  help  combat 
juvenile  delinquency.

He 
helps  bring  religion  down  to  earth 
and  into  all  of  life.  He  belongs  to 
"the  priesthood  of  believers."

It  recognizes  our  debt  to  the  mis- 
sionaries of  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions  of  our 
churches,  who  planted  the  first  churches 
on  Hawaii.  We  share  in  the  celebration 
with  our  sister  churches  in  the  Pacific.

World  Order  Sunday 

Our  concern  with  rights  and  responsibilities  is  founded  on  the  Christian  conception 
of  man  and  his  destiny.  The  conviction  that  we  are  children  of  God,  created  in  his 
image,  redeemed  by  Jesus  Christ,  and  called  by  him  to  love  our  neighbors  as  ourselves, 
imposes  upon  us  inescapable  duties.  Christians  hold  that  the  observance  of  human 
rights  is  an  essential  witness  to  faith  in  God  and  the  recognition  of  the  oneness  of  his 
human  family.  Each  member,  without  discrimination,  is  to  be  assured  fullest  opportu- 
nity to  know  and  fulfill  God's  will.  While  prompted  by  a  distinctive  faith  and  com- 
mitted to  particular  goals,  Christians  nevertheless  feel  impelled  to  cooperate  with  all 
who  sincerely  seek  to  promote  the  recognition  of  human  rights  and  freedoms  throughout 
the  world. 

Throughout  1958,  the  United  Nations,  many  governments  and  non-government 
organizations  are  observing  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  Universal  Declaration  of 
Human  Rights.  In  these  observances,  Christians  and  churches  have  a  part  to  play.  We 
can  use  the  Declaration  as  a  means  of  promoting  observance  of  human  rights  every- 
where,—as  a  measure  and  a  guide  for  more  specific  practice  of  our  principles.  Loving 
our  neighbor  in  response  to  Christ's  love  for  us  involves  us  in  improving  the  societies  in 
which  we  live,  in  promoting  world  peace,  with  order,  justice  and  brotherhood. 
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Survival  of  the  Christian  Church 


The  Christian  Church  lives  by  the  promises  of  the  Lord,  not  by  the 
good  will  of  the  world.  The  Christian  community  does  not  die  from  the 
hostility  of  the  world.  No  one  hitherto  has  been  able  to  overcome  the 
community  of  Christ  and  no  one  in  the  future  will  be  able.  The  com- 
munity lives  by  the  promises  of  the  Lord.  Only  one  possibility  of  death 
exists  for  the  Christian  community;  it  could  die  of  its  own  unbelief, 
because  it  abandons  its  Lord  by  trusting  principally  in  itself  or  in  other 
men,  or  fearing  other  powers  more.  Only  in  such  a  case  is  its  end  assured. 
But  as  long  as  it  trusts  in  its  Lord  and  confides  itself  only  to  him,  it  will 
live.  The  gates  of  hell  cannot  prevail  against  Christianity,  as  long  as  it 
leans  upon  Christ.— Martin  Niemoller.

Among  graduates  of  the 
College  of  Theology  at  Sil- 
liman  University,  the 
United  Church  of  Christ  in 
the  Philippines  is  finding  a 
quick  response  and  com- 
mitment to  its  call  for 
workers.  Some  have  volun- 
teered to  go  to  Indonesia, 
Thailand,  Iran,  and  Oki- 
nawa, others  for  work  with 
the  backward  tribes  in  Min- 
danao hinterland.  Careful 
training  and  individual  attention  from  the  staff,  as  well  as  the  practical  experi- 
ence gained  during  a  year's  residence  in  a  rural  church,  are  in  part  the  reason. 
The  school  began  37  years  ago  and  trains  both  men  and  women  to  be  leaders. 
As  a  part  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  in  the  Philippines  our  aid  is  used 
where  most  needed  in  its  nation-wide  program.

Israel's  Messianic  hope  is  a  major  pro- 
fundity of  religious  experience.

Until  five  years  ago  Dan  Horiuchi,  a 
young  Japanese-American,  had  had  no 
contacts  with  the  Christian  faith  because 
he  was  brought  up  a  Buddhist.  He  be- 
came an  outstanding  athlete  and  a  fine 
student  at  Kansas  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege.

Read  The  Book  That  Lives 

From  Thanksgiving  through  Christmas 
many  people  will  be  reading  daily  the 
passages  of  Scripture  selected  by  the 
American  Bible  Society.

Our  Dealings  With  Time 

The  meanings  and  mysteries  of  time  attend  the  shifting  of  the  hands 
on  clocks  and  watches.  We  have  grown  so  used  to  our  accepted  measures 
of  time  that  they  are  routine  and  habit;  but  time  is  anything  but  simple. 
It  is  a  way  of  the  mind  with  life.  Our  changing  senses  of  its  movements 
—  whether  swift  or  slow  —  are  as  though  we  walked  beside  an  always 
flowing  stream.

Indian  Minister  Honored 

The  Rev.  Philip  Frazier,  a  Sioux  Indian  from 
McLaughlin,  South  Dakota,  who  has  been  a  Con- 
gregational Christian  missionary  to  his  people  for 
34  years,  was  honored  with  the  25  th  Annual  Indian 
Achievement  Award.  The  award  was  given  by  the 
Indian  Council  Fire,  a  national  organization  de- 
voted to  Indian  interests.  Mr.  Frazier's  grandfather, 
father  and  uncle  served  before  him  as  pastors  of 
Pilgrim  Congregational  Church,  Santee,  Nebraska. 
He  studied  at  Oberlin  College,  Garrett  Bible  Insti- 
tute and  the  Chicago  Theological  Seminary. 


Leadership  in  Micronesia 

In  the  past  the  churches  of  Micronesia 
had  to  depend  for  leadership  on  gradu- 
ates of  the  training  schools  who  had  only 
junior  high  school  education,  supple- 
mented by  special  courses  in  Bible. 
These  worked  with  older  pastors  or  mis- 
sionaries to  gain  experience.  It  was  a 
great  day  when  our  Pastors  and  Teachers 
Training  School  opened  at  Ponape  four 
years  ago.  Twenty-one  choice  graduates 
from  the  earlier  schools,  from  all  different 
island  areas  and  speaking  many  languages 
enrolled.  They  became  the  first  specially 
trained  men  in  the  Islands  and  on  gradu- 
ation quickly  scattered  to  their  homes  to 
man  churches  which  eagerly  awaited 
their  services.  New  life  is  flowing  into 
the  Church  in  Micronesia. 
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God  bless  these  hallowed  moments

"Njw  Homes  for  Slacks 

In  the  Han  River  floods 
near  Seoul  more  than 
1 5,000  refugees  from  North 
Korea  lost  their  shack  homes. 
The  Protestant  churches  in- 
our  country,  through  Church 
World  Service,  will  supply 
75  concrete  block,  perma- 
nent-type houses  for  the 
most  needy  of  these  families.  Working  with  the  Korea  National  Christian  Council  our 
representatives  tighten  the  structure-  of  their  relief  efforts.  Here,  men  from  both  organi- 
zations present  our  check  for  $25,000  to  Mayor  Huh  Chung  for  the  new  houses. 

Versatile  and  Resourceful  Leaders 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newell  Steward  are  en- 
gaged in  social  rehabilitation  projects  in 
Greece.  They  represent  our  Service  Com- 
mittee and  American  Board  in  helping 
families'  find  answers  to  age-old  problems 
that  require  "the  most  sagacious  use  of 
material  aid,  infinite  patience,  tact  and 
knowledge,  plus  a  genuine  love  of  people." 
Part  of  their  work  is  in  a  badly  depressed 
area  of  Athens  where  some  families  have  lived  in  refugee  conditions  for  35  years. 
They  are  now  supervising  a  new  center  in  Salonika  called  Leshi  Filias,  Friendly 
Center.  This  work  grows  in  scope  and  importance  as  more  and  more  volunteers,  some 
of  them  theological  students  from  the  University,  become  interested  in  this  service 
to  their  people.  Rural  reconstruction  work  in  ancient  villages  has  also  been  started. 

College  of  Extra  Values 

Illinois  College,  the  first  in  the  state 
to  graduate  a  class,  was  founded  at  Jack- 
sonville in  1829,  only  11  years  after  the 
admission  of  Illinois  to  the  Union.  With 
close  ties  to  New  England  the  college  has 
had  an  historic  association  with  the  Con- 
gregational and  Presbyterian  churches 
whose  leaders  worked  together  to  estab- 
lish an  outstanding  institution  on  the 
belief  that  religion  and  education  must 
go  hand  in  hand.  The  normal  enrollment 
is  400  students;  the  campus  is  one  of  six 
which  make  Jacksonville  a  center  of  ex- 
cellent opportunities.  The  mission  of 
Illinois  College,  simply  phrased,  is  "to 
help  young  men  and  women  strengthen 
and  discipline  their  minds  and  bodies,  to 
understand  their  heritage  and  develop 
spiritual  qualities  toward  self-reliant,  use- 
ful citizenship."

What  is  Christian  social  action?  It  is 
the  effort  of  the  church  to  fulfill  its  mis- 
sion by  seeking  God's  will  for  human  re- 
lationships as  revealed  by  Jesus  Christ: 
by  studying  the  social  situation  in  the 
community,  state,  nation  and  world;  by 
evaluating  social  practices  from  the  per- 
spective of  this  understanding;  and  by 
working  with  others  to  change  economic, 
racial,  political,  and  international  relation- 
ships in  the  light  of  the  Christian  faith.

Under  Moses  a  group  of  tribes  in  the  wilderness  were  united  and  held  together. 
These  tribes  became  the  nucleus  of  a  nation  when  they  were  bound  together  by  their 
common  covenant  with  God.  The  covenant  was  not  made  by  a  democratic  process; 
it  was  like  a  constitution  given  by  a  monarch.  But  it  was  ratified  by  the  people.  The 
object  of  God's  love  and  concern,  in  the  New  Testament,  is  no  longer  the  nation, 
but  the  individual— the  Church,  not  Israel,  as  the  people  of  God.

It  has  al 
ways  had  close  ties  with  Congregational 
ways.  Many  famous  men  and  women 
learned  at  Knox  "an  appreciation  for  the 
democratic  way  of  life  and  the  Judeo- 
Christian  tradition."  The  50-acre  campus 
is  located  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of  about 
35,000  people.  The  faculty,  having  de 
clared  itself  "unalterably  opposed  to  tak- 
ing a  neutral  stand  on  moral  issues"  re- 
cently finished  a  four-year  study  on  widen 
ing  the  college's  influence  in  producing 
students  who  understand  and  face  the 
issues  of  the  day  with  a  background  of  re- 
ligious ideals  for  the  support  of  their  cour 
ageous  convictions. 
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Happy  are  those  who  claim  nothing, 

for  the  whole  earth  will  belong  to  them. 

True  meekness  is  not  a  negative  quality,  a  falsely  humble 
subservience.  Rather  it  is  a  positive  attitude  of  relationship, 
of  relative  values.  The  key  to  this  familiar  yet  often  mis- 
understood verse  lies  in  the  direction  of  the  traffic  arrows. 
The  arrogant  graspers  want  all  things  moving  inwardly 
toward  them,  honors  and  services,  as  well  as  possessions,  re- 
gardless of  the  mounting  congestion  that  becomes  as  con- 
fusing as  it  is  self-defeating.  The  meek,  or  the  non-claimers, 
have  their  thoughts,  their  deeds,  moving  outwardly,  toward 
far  horizons,  through  outflowing  channels  of  concern  and 
ministry  until  the  whole  earth  is  indeed  theirs,  encompassed 
in  understanding  and  love.

"Happy  are  the  pure  in  heart. 

Lent  is  the  period  of  spiritual  preparation  for  those  who  would  appreciate  the 
greatest  event  of  the  Christian  year,  Easter.  Dr.  Barstow  has  used  translations 
in  modern  English  by  J.  B.  Phillips  in  writing  this  series  of  "Thoughts  on  the 
Beatitudes"  from  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  Illustrations  by  William  W.  Rhodes. 

Not  with  the  physical  eyes,  but  with  the  insights  and  understandings  of  the  spirit 
can  we  see  God.  But  the  lenses  of  thought  and  action  must  be  clear,  and  unclouded 
by  the  soil  of  sin  or  even  of  unworthy  imaginings.

For  this  fifth  year  of  a  ten  year  program 
of  scholarship  grants  to  youth  of  Indian 
ancestry,  and  of  Spanish  speaking  back-

Valiant  Fight  Going  On 

This  young  nurse  is  sterilizing  instru- 
ments for  a  dental  clinic  in  a  home  in 
Puerto  Rico.  She  was  trained  at  Ryder 
Memorial  Hospital  where  a  valiant  fight 
is  being  carried  on  against  diseases  which 
have  always  been  widespread  on  the 
Island.  Treating  thousands  of  out-patients 
and  holding  health  clinics  in  outlying 
areas  is  part  of  the  hospital  service.  The 
heritage  of  most  Puerto  Rican  people  has 
been  a  lack  of  essentials  for  sanitation, 
low  income,  high  birthrate  and  many 
other  grave  problems.  Through  our  Board 
of  Home  Missions  we  provide  10  percent 
of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  outstand- 
ing mission  work  of  Ryder.  Patients,  who 
pay  only  what  they  can,  somehow  takt 
care  of  the  other  90  percent. 


Some  of  the  Tasks  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 

The  range  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  is  very  extensive.  They 
touch  every  region  of  the  United  States  and  its  possessions.

The  Church  in  Puerto  Rico 


The  United  Evangelical  Church  of 
Puerto  Rico,  which  includes  Congreaa- 
tional  Christian  and  Evangelical  United 
Brethren  churches,  is  "on  its  own"  now 
and  making  rapid  progress.  Many  churches 
have  become  self-supporting  in  spite  of 
great  problems.  For  almost  fifty  years  we 
had  only  one  church  in  the  San  Juan 
area;  now  there  are  six,  including  two 
beautiful  modern  buildings.  With  finan- 
cial aid  from  both  mission  boards,  an  ex- 
tensive building  program  is  in  full  swing. 
Membership,  mainly  from  low  and  mid- 
dle income  groups,  includes  teachers, 
school  administrators  and  government 
employees  who  take  an  active  part  in 
the  church  life. 


Schools  As  Well  As  Churches 

The  Church  exists  for  the  purpose  of  mission.  In  part, 
that  mission  implies  the  development  of  our  minds.  This 
can  involve  spiritual  awakening,  but  spiritual  awakening  is 
not  only  an  outgrowth  of  education,  it  is  a  vital  part  of  it 
It  is  this  spiritual  awakening  which  Christians  seek  to  share 
with  their  fellow  men.  We  do  not  accomplish  this  by  being 
complacent  to  the  many  fields  of  illiteracy  in  the  world  but 
by  cultivating  the  seeds  of  learning  which  do  exist  in  many 
of  them.  It  is  in  these  fields  where  children  of  God  must 
seek  to  discover  new  destinies  for  themselves,  and  through 
these  destinies  contribute  to  a  peaceful  society.  We  must 
witness  for  Christ  here  through  schools  as  well  as  churches. 

Maunaolu,  Church-related  College  in  Hawaii 

Maunaolu  Community  College  is  located  on  the  Valley  Isle,  Maui,  Hawaii,  in  a[ 
beautiful  setting  at  850  feet  elevation  from  which  one  can  see  the  ocean  on  each  side 
of  the  Island.  Now  a  community  school  operated  by  the  Hawaiian  Evangelical  Asso- 
ciation, of  which  our  churches  are  a  part,  the  school  began  as  a  seminary  for  girls  in 
1861.  The  purpose  of  the 
college  is  "to  guide  the 
growth  of  its  students  as 
they  prepare  themselves  for 
intelligent  and  responsible 
citizenship  in  a  world  of  var- 
ied races  and  creeds."  This 
is  achieved  by  a  close  corre- 
lation between  classroom, 
laboratory,  manual  work,  rec- 
reation and  worship.  Many 
faiths  are  represented. 
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THE  CHURCH  IN 
TOWN  AND  COUNTRY 


Town  and  country  areas  no  longer 
are  sleepy  hollows  of  yesterday.  While 
one  million  persons  each  year  leave 
farms  for  city  life,  vast  numbers  of  city 
folk  seek  homes  in  suburbia.  In  the

Learning  Self  Help 

In  Africa,  educational  work  at  all  levels 
from  primary  through  secondary,  teacher- 
training  and  industrial,  is  of  increasing 
importance.  In  Chikore,  Southern  Rho- 
desia, only  37  out  of  1200  applicants 
for  freshmen  work  in  our  secondary 
school  could  find  places.  These  girls  and 
boys  while  learning  academic  subjects, 
are  also  producing  some  handicraft  work 
of  which  they  can  be  proud.  Friendly 
Service  units  in  our  country  have  them 
on  their  lists  for  yarns,  materials  for 
leather  work,  sewing  supplies,  Bibles, 
devotional  books  and  other  helps. 


Youths  Voluntary  Service 

The  joy  of  service,  of  labor  to  help 
others  is  spreading.  In  Turkey,  boys  from 
Tarsus  College  got  great  pleasure  out  of 
building  a  mud-brick  wall  to  protect 
children  in  a  tiny  village  schoolhouse. 
Most  boys  had  never  before  done  manual 
labor.  At  Marathi  Mission,  India,  stu- 
dents are  shown  putting  in  the  founda- 
tion for  a  church.  In  Vermont,  our  young 
people  cleared  brushland  so  that  blind 
children  could  enjoy  their  camp.  In  our 
country,  summer  service  opportunities, 
denominational  and  ecumenical,  await 
the  strong  arms  and  warm  hearts  of  youth. 
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Social  Center  in  Mexico 

In  the  library  of  the  House  of  Good- 
will Social  Center,  Mrs.  Ramona  Salazar 
de  Lundberg  tells  a  story  to  the  children. 
The  average  daily  attendance  at  this 
center  is  233.  American  Board  mission- 
aries act  as  consultants  to  a  staff  of 
thirteen.  Besides  classes,  the  center  pro- 
vides clubs  for  children  from  kinder- 
garten through  fourth  grade,  library 
facilities,  courses  for  adults  in  dressmak- 
ing, stenography,  English,  plus  a  game 
room  and  theatre.  It  is  a  local  social 
service  project  to  which  the  Mexican 
churches  contribute. 


Land  of  Promise 


The  Church  is  challenged  by  th 
changes  in  human  organization 
taking  place  today.  The  missionary 
enterprise  has  come  to  include  edu- 
cation, medicine,  social  service, 
agricultural  improvement  and  all 
phases  of  the  life  of  men.  In  Africa 
there  have  been  dramatic  results 
of  rapid  change:  independent 
churches  everywhere,  a  sense  of  glo- 
bal mission,  hunger  for  education, 
a  desire  for  freedom,  self  respect 
and  opportunity.  The  measure  of 
our  response  will  provide  the  meas- 
ure of  their  success  in  solving  their

Mother  and  nurse  are  proud  of  this 
healthy  baby  who  received  care  at  Willis 
F.  Pierce  Memorial  Hospital  in  Mt.  Si- 
linda,  Southern  Rhodesia.  This  institu- 
tion is  supported  by  our  gifts  to  the 
American  Board.  Much  attention  is  given 
to  the  spiritual  needs  of  patients:  prayers 
in  three  large  wards  are  conducted  daily, 
personal  work  with  those  who  are  inter- 
ested; help  with  school  work  also. 


Africans  are  a  deeply  religious  people 
who  respond  naturally  to  the  basic  truths 
of  the  Christian  faith.  The  Church  fur- 
nishes a  spiritual  reason  for  progress 
toward  a  better  life,  opportunities  to 
serve  their  fellow  men,  a  joy  that  over- 
comes trouble,  and  an  unquenchable 
hope  and  faith  in  the  future.  This  Bantu 
church  is  one  of  317  Congregational 
churches  in  South  Africa. 
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This  African  home  near  one  of  our 
American  Board  institutions  shows  the 
pride  and  industry  of  this  small  family. 
It  is  a  great  contrast  to  some  of  the  homes 
in  the  slums  of  the  larger  cities.  Christian 
pastors  and  teachers  are  eager  to  set 
high  standards  for  those  whom  they  serve. 
These  are  poor  but  proud  people  in  a 
land  of  great  material  riches  and  poten- 
tial Christian  power. 
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Church  school  techniques  are  here  be- 
ing demonstrated  to  a  new  young  teacher 
by  Mrs.  Richard  Webb,  one  of  our  mis- 
sionaries who,  with  her  husband,  serve 
the  Church  in  Angola.  For  every  mission- 
ary we  send,  there  are  50  African  workers. 
For  every  dollar  we  send,  Africans  them- 
selves give  several  times  as  much  to  sup- 
port their  Church  and  its  work.  African 
children  learn  to  give  early  in  life. 


At  the  request  of  the  people,  mission- 
aries of  the  American  Board  and  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  carry  on  the 
Folk  Betterment  Program  in  Angola.  Lec- 
tures or  demonstrations  in  nutrition, 
home  management,  better  family  rela- 
tionships and  Bible  study  are  part  of  the 
program.  Miss  Edith  Clarke  is  demon- 
strating a  point  made  bv  using  colorful 
posters.  This  is  a  rewarding  project.

A  plant  with  silver  grey  leaves  and  glowing  red 
flowers,  the  rose  of  Sharon  is  not  a  rose  as  we  know 
it  but  a  bulb-growing  plant.  In  Turkey  it  is  called  by 
the  musical  sounding  name  of  "shuliban",  meaning  the 
turban.  In  the  sixty  miles  between  Carmel  and  Joppa, 
known  as  the  Plains  of  Sharon,  these  plants  grow  in 
great  profusion.  After  the  spring  rains  the  view  of 
this  plain,  with  the  hills  of  Judah  to  the  east  and 
the  shining  blue  Mediterranean  to  the  west,  is  one  of 
surpassing  richness  and  beauty.  The  rose  of  Sharon  is 
referred  to  in  Song  of  Solomon  2:1,  and  in  hymns  and 
poetry  of  many  lands.

Frontier  College,  Mindanao 

Mindanao,  the  Philippines,  only  re- 
cently opened  to  immigration,  has  at- 
tracted great  numbers  of  persons  who  are 
willing  to  fell  the  forest,  brave  malaria 
and  endure  loneliness  for  some  of  the 
economic  benefits  which  this  rich  land 
will  eventually  yield.  Their  children  need 
the  best  possible  education  in  order  to 
build  here  the  right  kind  of  community. 
The  American  Board  has  located  South- 
ern Christian  College  in  the  center  of 
this  "frontier".  At  this  growing,  young 
school  students  learn  modern  agricultural 
methods,  vocational  arts,  Christian  prin- 
ciples of  family  life  and  the  Humanities. 
Religion  is  taught  in  the  classroom.  Stu- 
dents serve  many  small  local  churches. 


Church  in  Social  Center 

Adams  Memorial  Church  in  Okayama, 
Japan,  was  dedicated  in  1956  to  the 
memory  of  Miss  Alice  Adams,  founder  of 
the  Hakuaikai  Social  Settlement,  with 
which  the  church  has  a  close  relation- 
ship. Social  center  and  church  are  located 
in  the  heart  of  the  industrial  slums  of 
the  city.  The  church  has  a  strong  sense 
of  the  social  ministry  that  it  must  per- 
form in  the  name  of  Christ  to  the  people 
of  its  neighborhood.  The  social  settle- 
ment was  founded  in  1898  and  was  the 
first  such  project  in  Japan.  Its  name 
means  "loving  all",  and  its  activities  in- 
clude kindergarten,  evening  classes,  social 
activities,  religious  groups  and  medical 
clinics.  It  serves  large  numbers  of  per- 
sons, but  most  important,  it  is  a  living 
witness  of  Christian  spirit.

In  the  New  Church  Building 

Last  Wednesday,  the  acoustical  experts  visited  the 
church  building  for  the  first  time.    They  had  been 
working  with  our  plans  from  the  very  beginning  but 
had  not  been  in  the  building  until  this  week. 
Originally  the  building  was  designed  for  carpet  in 
the  aisles  and  tile  under  the  pews  on  the  main  floor. 
Then  we  voted  to  put  carpet  under  the  pews.  The 
acoustical  experts  with  their  instruments  decided 
this  week  that  we  had  better  go  back  to  our  original 
plans  with  carpet  in  the  aisles  and  tile  under  the 
pews  on  the  main  floor.    It  was  felt  that  the  church 
should  abide  by  the  opinion  of  these  experts.    As  it 
stands  now  carpet  will  cover  the  floor  of  the  chancel 
and  of  the  two  choir  areas  and  will  be  in  all  aisles. 
Tile  will  be  placed  under  the  pews  on  the  main  floor. 

Cloth  has  been  purchased  for  the  back  side  of  the 
grills  for  the  organ  chambers.    This  was  installed 
this  past  week.    The  organ  builder  is  now  placing 
the  organ  in  the  church. 

The  painters  and  carpenters  are  about  through  in 
the  main  sanctuary.  Tile  and  carpet  should  be  laid 
in  there  this  week. 

Lights  have  been  installed  in  the  main  sanctuary 
so  that  we  are  now  nearing  the  completion  of  the 
sanctuary. 

So  near  through  are  we  with  various  parts  of  the 
church  building  that  the  doors  will  be  closed  and 
locked  at  night  when  none  of  the  workers  are  there.

linda,  Southern  Rhodesia.  This  institu- 
tion is  supported  by  our  gifts  to  the 
American  Board.  Much  attention  is  given 
to  the  spiritual  needs  of  patients:  prayers 
in  three  large  wards  are  conducted  daily, 
personal  work  with  those  who  are  inter- 
ested; help  with  school  work  also. 


Africans  are  a  deeply  religious  people 
who  respond  naturally  to  the  basic  truths 
of  the  Christian  faith.  The  Church  fur- 
nishes a  spiritual  reason  for  progress 
toward  a  better  life,  opportunities  to 
serve  their  fellow  men,  a  joy  that  over- 
comes trouble,  and  an  unquenchable 
hope  and  faith  in  the  future.  This  Bantu 
church  is  one  of  317  Congregational 
churches  in  South  Africa. 
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This  African  home  near  one  of  our 
American  Board  institutions  shows  the 
pride  and  industry  of  this  small  family. 
It  is  a  great  contrast  to  some  of  the  homes 
in  the  slums  of  the  larger  cities.  Christian 
pastors  and  teachers  are  eager  to  set 
high  standards  for  those  whom  they  serve. 
These  are  poor  but  proud  people  in  a 
land  of  great  material  riches  and  poten- 
tial Christian  power. 


Church  school  techniques  are  here  be- 
ing demonstrated  to  a  new  young  teacher 
by  Mrs.  Richard  Webb,  one  of  our  mis- 
sionaries who,  with  her  husband,  serve 
the  Church  in  Angola.  For  every  mission- 
ary we  send,  there  are  50  African  workers. 
For  every  dollar  we  send,  Africans  them- 
selves give  several  times  as  much  to  sup- 
port their  Church  and  its  work.  African 
children  learn  to  give  early  in  life. 


At  the  request  of  the  people,  mission- 
aries of  the  American  Board  and  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  carry  on  the 
Folk  Betterment  Program  in  Angola.  Lec- 
tures or  demonstrations  in  nutrition, 
home  management,  better  family  rela- 
tionships and  Bible  study  are  part  of  the 
program.  Miss  Edith  Clarke  is  demon- 
strating a  point  made  by  using  colorful 
posters.  This  is  a  rewarding  project. 


We,  as  Christians,  are  to  be  the 
bearers  of  a  message.  Because  the 
church,  every  church,  is  a  fellowship 
on  an  errand,  having  been  sent  by 
Christ,  its  meaning  cannot  be  summed 
up  in  terms  of  self-development  and 
self-culture.  Not  all  of  us  understand 
that  "being  a  Church"  means  behav- 
ing as  a  community  that  has  been 
sent,  that  is  under  command.  A  mis- 
sion board,  by  the  nature  of  its  assign- 
ment, is  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  reminding  all  the  churches 
what  is  required  of  them  when  they 
understand  the  Christian  faith  and  the 
life  of  the  Church  in  terms  of  its  mis- 
sion. Beyond  specific  services  per- 
formed—the work  of  evangelism,  of 
Christian  education  of  youth  and 
adults,  of  higher  education  through 
our  church-related  colleges  and  sem- 
inaries, of  aid  to  new  and  expanding 
churches— our  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions has  the  continuing  responsibility 
of  representing  the  mission  nature  of 
the  Church  of  Christ.

Valiant  Fight  Going  On 

This  young  nurse  is  sterilizing  instru- 
ments for  a  dental  clinic  in  a  home  in 
Puerto  Rico.  She  was  trained  at  Ryder 
Memorial  Hospital  where  a  valiant  fight 
is  being  carried  on  against  diseases  which 
have  always  been  widespread  on  the 
Island.  Treating  thousands  of  out-patients 
and  holding  health  clinics  in  outlying 
areas  is  part  of  the  hospital  service.  The 
heritage  of  most  Puerto  Rican  people  has 
been  a  lack  of  essentials  for  sanitation, 
low  income,  high  birthrate  and  many 
other  grave  problems.  Through  our  Board 
of  Home  Missions  we  provide  10  percent 
of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  outstand- 
ing mission  work  of  Ryder.  Patients,  who 
pay  only  what  they  can,  somehow  take 
care  of  the  other  90  percent. 


Some  of  the  Tasks  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 

The  range  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  is  very  extensive.  They 
touch  every  region  of  the  United  States  and  its  possessions.  They  also  involve,  in  one 
way  or  another,  most  of  the  major  concerns  of  American  life  today :  the  increase  and  1 
migrations  of  our  people,  the  planning  and  growth  of  new  communities,  the  qualities 
which  make  community  life  vigorous  and  sound,  the  training  of  the  young,  the 
accomplishments  and  inadequacies  of  higher  education  in  this  country,  the  search  for 
meaning  in  man's  daily  work,  the  health  of  our  economic  and  financial  institutions, 
the  significance  of  the  cosmopolitan  texture  of  life  and  the  nature  of  our  dealings  with 
minorities,  the  vast  pervasive  influence  of  mass  media  of  communication,  the  under- 
standing of  our  religious  traditions  and  the  hope  of  their  renewal.  All  these  influence 
and  are  influenced  by  the  work  of  organizations  like  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 1

World  Refugee  Year,  which  began  in  June,  to  promote  the  resettlement  of  remain- 
ing displaced  persons  in  Europe,  is  co-sponsored  by  Great  Britain  and  a  number  of 
other  countries  beside  our  own  who  will  seek  "to  make  the  Year  an  occasion  of  unique, 
great  meaning  in  which  no  opportunity  shall  be  lost  to  proceed  more  rapidly  with 
finding  solutions  to  the  problems  of  the  refugees."  Our  Fellowship  is  one  of  many 
religious  and  other  voluntary  and  non-governmental  organizations  that  will  give  a  help- 
ing hand  to  some  300,000  homeless  foreigners  still  living  in  Western  European  camps. 

Education  in  Angola 

This  little  girl  in  Angola,  Portuguese 
West  Africa  is  learning  to  be  a  good 
housewife  by  helping  her  mother,  and  by 
imitating  the  usual  ways  of  food  prepa- 
ration. She  may  one  day  go  to  one  of  the 
primary  schools  supported  by  her  church 
and  learn  how  to  combine  intelligently 
the  tried  and  tested  "modern"  ways  with 
the  old.  The  cost  of  attending  such  a 
school  may  run  as  high  as  one-fourth  of 
the  yearly  income  of  her  family,  but  still 
many  pupils  will  have  to  be  turned  away. 
Education  is  highly  prized;  in  spite  of 
many  difficulties  schools  on  all  levels  are 
filled  to  capacity.  Primary  schools  are 
supported  by  local  funds  from  the  Afri- 
can church  and  fees.  The  American  Board 
provides  leadership  training  for  teachers 
in  these  schools  and  some  supervision.

Oldest  Church,  lowest  State 


As  Hawaii  becomes  the  50th  state  in 
the  Union  this  year,  Islanders  look  with 
pride  on  their  oldest  church,  famous 
Kawaiahao  church,  and  their  growing 
present-day  metropolis  of  Honolulu.  Both 
of  these  are  results  of  ties  with  the 
mainland. 

The  church  was  founded  in  1819  by 
American  Board  missionaries,  Congrega- 
tionalists  from  New  England.  Known  as 
the  "Westminster  Abbey  of  the  Islands", 
the  church  was  once  the  scene  of  rites 
attended  by  royalty  of  the  former  King- 
dom of  Hawaii.  To  celebrate  statehood, 
an  international  thanksgiving  service  was 
held  here.  There  are  113  churches  in 
the  Hawaiian  Evangelical  Association  of 
Congregational  Christian  Churches.

Three  years  ago  the  Dole  family,  in- 
cluding Richard,  of  West  Hartford, 
Conn,  spent  a  year  in  Africa  where  Mr. 
Dole,  Sr.,  taught  on  a  Fulbright  scholar- 
ship in  Sierra  Leone  schools.  Richard, 
now  23,  entered  into  the  life  of  African 
young  people,  came  to  know  and  respect 
the  country  and  its  many  types  of  people 
as  few  young  men  ever  have.  His  love 
for  Africa  gave  him  insight  into  its  needs; 
his  life  at  Fourah  Bay,  an  extension  of 
the  University  of  Durham,  England  pre- 
pared him  for  what  was  his  obvious  de- 
cision on  his  life's  work  —  a  teaching 
career  in  missions.

The  Library,  with  nearly  200,000 
books  and  pamphlets  on  theology,  literature  on  the  Bible,  religious  education,  his- 
tory, missions  and  many  other  subjects,  serves  us  by  mail  as  well  as  in  the  reading 
room.  The  Historical  Society's  purpose  is  to  cultivate  a  deeper  interest  in  the  history 
of  our  churches  and  a  greater  interest  in  Congregational  Christian  recorded  history. 

Olivet,  Christian  College 

Olivet  is  a  Christian  college  in  the 
Congregational  manner.  Located  on  a 
beautiful  oak-covered  hill  in  the  village 
of  Olivet,  Michigan,  the  college  has 
served  youth  for  115  years.

The  American  Board  maintains  two  schools  for  girls  in  Turkey:  one  is  the  Ameri- 
can Collegiate  Institute  at  Izmir  with  520  students,  and  the  other  the  American 
Academy  for  Girls,  with  an  enrollment  of  470  girls,  at  Uskudar,  Istanbul.  Both  of 
these  are  extremely  popular  with  Turkish  parents  who  want  their  daughters  to  have 
a  good  education  in  the  English  language  (which  immediately  opens  a  whole  new 
world  for  them)  and  the  excellent  char- 
acter training  which  the  girls  receive  in 
our  schools.  Each  year  many  more  apply 
than  can  be  accepted.  Selection  by  exami- 
nation makes  for  a  highly  qualified  stu- 
dent body,  and  these  girls  benefit  greatly 
from  the  high  standard  of  teaching  main- 
tained by  career  and  short-term  teachers. 
Last  year  twenty-five  fine  young  people, 
the  majority  of  them  from  our  Congrega- 
tional Christian  churches,  went  to  Tur- 
key to  teach  under  the  Board.  They  and 
their  home  churches  should  benefit  alike 
from  their  services  and  intimate  acquain- 
tance with  another  culture  in  this  ancient 
Bible  land. 
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These  are  the  joys  of  October  days:  the  red  of  ivy  upon  the  wall, 
and  the  purple  asters  all  in  bloom;  grapes  in  heavy  clusters  among 
their  frosted  leaves;  and  in  the  distant  swamps  maples  red  and  yel- 
low. The  smoke  from  a  chimney  rises  into  the  quiet  air  as  I  rest  upon 
this  hillside.  Far  away  are  the  cities,  and  far  the  troubled  world.

The  Church  must  see  the  great 
significance  of  guidance  to  her  laity,  trying  to  understand  where  exactly  the  intel- 
lectual, moral  and  religious  issues  lie  which  men  have  to  face,  and  so  giving  them  by 
these  efforts  the  certainty  that  they  are  not  isolated  individuals,  but  are  sustained,  by 
the  experience  of  living  and  working,  as  members  of  the  living  Body. 

The  Work  of  Our  Women's  Fellowship 

The  National  Fellowship  of  Congregational  Christian  Women  exists  "to  help 
women  cultivate  the  spirit  of  Christ,  beginning  with  their  own  lives  and  reaching  out 
into  the  home  and  community,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth."  The  work  in- 
cludes six  areas,  in  general:  Evangelism  and  Spiritual  Life,  Stewardship,  Christian 
Education,  Missionary  Education,  Christian  Social  Action,  and  Friendly  Service.

The  Reformation  of  the 
Sixteenth  century  was, 
above  all  else,  a  revival  of 
religion.  Some  look  upon  it 
as  the  last  great  flowering 
of  the  piety  of  the  Middle 
Ages.  Many  men  joined  with 
Martin  Luther  in  exposition 
of  the  Protestant  doctrine. 
Among  them  was  the  German  theologian,  Philipp  Melancthon,  (left)  Scribe  of  the 
Reformation  and  Luther's  closest  colleague,  who  wore  the  mantle  of  leadership  for 
1 3  years  after  Luther's  death.  Others  pictured  are  Johann  Bugenhagen,  Luther's  con- 
fessor and  key  Church  organizer  in  Northern  Germany  and  Denmark;  and  Caspar 
Cruciger,  who  edited  the  first  volumes  of  Luther's  writings.  These  men  helped  make 
the  first  German  translation  of  the  Bible  from  the  original  text.

tion  Pilgrim  Fellowship,  Michigan,  of  the  need  of  a  very  bright  Negro  girl  for 
funds  to  attend  high  school  miles  away  from  Cotton  Valley  School  when  she  finished 
8th  grade  there.  Financial  hardships  in  her  family  and  rigid  segregation  prohibited 
her  fulfilling  her  potential  without  aid,  and  this  aid  Muskegon  PF  decided  to  give. 
They  "adopted"  Susie  Cooper  and  decided  to  try  to  send  her  through  high  school 
for  the  next  four  years.  A  "Susie  Supper,"  given  by  12  young  people  at  the  Newago 
church,  added  $100  in  offerings  to  the  scholarship  fund.  On  the  night  of  the 
supper  an  elderly  Negro  man  drove  12  miles  over  dangerous  roads  to  "add  his  bit 
to  the  fund,"  then  drove  back  home  without  staying  to  eat.  It  is  difficult  to  tell 
who  benefits  most  in  such  a  project. 

Around  the  World  in  Minutes 

At  the  Annual  Conference  meeting 
in  Lakewood,  Ohio,  those  who  attended 
were  able  to  listen  in  on  telephone  con- 
versations between  their  Conference 
Superintendent,  the  Rev.  Everett  A. 
Babcock,  and  missionaries  in  different 
parts  of  the  world.  This  phone  was  in- 
stalled in  the  church  and  contacts  es- 
tablished direct  to  the  mission  stations 
by  the  Ohio  Bell  Telephone  Company. 
It  proved  to  be  an  exciting  and  worth- 
while experiment  for  it  shortened  the  life- 
line between  missionary  and  home  sup- 
port and  made  the  bond  of  fellowship 
between  the  two  more  personal  and 
meaningful.

Only  a  Whisper  of  Hope 

It  is  easy  to  get  along  without  shoes 
in  the  summer  time,  but  from  the  first 
wind  and  rain  of  winter  until  the  spring 
sun  warms  the  ground  there  are  millions 
of  children  and  adults  who  depend  upon 
rags  and  bits  of  paper  wrapped  around 
the  feet  for  warmth.  When  the  rags  get 
wet  there  is  no  way  to  dry  them  for  there 
is  no  fuel.  Little  feet  become  covered  with 
bruises  and  sores  from  the  frozen  ground. 
Overcoats  and  dresses  also  are  lined  with 
frayed  paper  to  turn  away  the  cold. 
Under  them,  more  often  than  not,  there 
are  no  other  garments.  It  is  difficult  to 
meet  friends  or  attend  school  with  pride, 
and  impossible  to  know  comfort.  The 
help  of  Christians  abroad  is  only  a  whis- 
per of  hope  that  slowly  vanishes  unless 
those  Christians  care  enough  now  to 
share  from  their  great  abundance. 
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When  we  are  more  aware  of  God  than 
of  ourselves,  or  of  any  other,  we  have  be- 
gun to  pray.  It  is  this  being  with  God  and 
with  God  alone  that  is  the  essence  of 
prayer.  In  prayer  we  realize  the  fact  or  the 
presence  of  God.  We  cannot  do  so  without 
immediately  diminishing  the  power  of  evil 
both  in  us  and  about  us.  We  shut  the  door 
on  the  unruly  passions  within,  as  on  the 
distracting  world  without;  and  we  are 
alone  with  God.  When  we  have  really  re- 
ceived Him  we  have  received  the  answer 
to  all  our  prayers, 


An  Act  of  Faith 


Harvard  University  has  a  new  chemistry  laboratory  named  in  honor 
of  President  Emeritus  James  B.  Conant.  According  to  reports  it  has 
one  large  empty  room  designed  to  house  equipment  not  yet  invented. 
What  a  bold,  sensible  way  to  build  a  chemistry  laboratory!  You  cannot 
surpass  that  as  an  act  of  faith.  Of  course  there  is  going  to  be  some 
new,  necessary  laboratory  equipment  which  no  one  yet  has  even 
thought  about. 

Can  we  be  as  bold,  and  faith-controlled  in  our  approach  to  the  new 
year?  We  know,  as  certainly  as  we  know  anything,  that  daily  in  1960 
we  shall  pay  taxes,  eat  food,  wear  clothing,  sleep,  talk,  travel,  and 
pray.  Every  good  housekeeper  will  make  room  in  his  days  accordingly. 
In  all  seriousness,  there  ought  to  be  an  empty  room  reserved  in  every 
day  for  housing  the  experiences  "not  yet  invented",  things  which  will 
be  of  critical  importance  but  about  which  we  have  not  yet  even 
thought.  Universal  Week  of  Prayer  suggests  that  one  provision  which 
appropriately  may  be  made  for  such  a  reserved  empty  room  is  prayer. 
Our  Christian  experience  and  faith  unite  in  assuring  us  that  we  can 
entertain  in  confidence  any  new  experience  1960  may  send  our  way, 
if  we  receive  it  in  the  context  of  prayer.  For  God  is  the  King  of  our 
lives.  He  is  able.  He  never  will  forsake  us.  Perpetually  He  is 
seeking  us.

The  Christian  Way  is  to  Help 


The  ready  arm  of  our  Fellowship,  which  shows 
our  concern  when  catastrophies  strike,  is  the  Con- 
gregational Christian  Service  Committee.  It  is  the 
channel  through  which  we  move  into  many  areas 
of  human  distress,  and  through  which  we  share 
in  the  work  of  other  ecumenical  agencies  of  assist- 
ance such  as  Church  World  Service  and  the 
World  Council  of  Churches.  The  Service  Com- 
mittee supports  social  work  and  welfare  programs 

in  Lebanon  among  the  Arab  refugees;  in  Greece 
among  the  poor  living  in  metropolitan  areas  and 
mountain  villages;  in  Naples  with  refugees  and 
homeless;  and  through  a  midwifery  training  school 
for  villages  in  Korea  overcrowded  with  people  who 
have  fled  from  Communist  North  Korea.  We 
maintain  two  ministries  in  Germany  binding  to- 
gether the  churches  of  East  and  West  that  the 
witness  of  the  Church  of  Christ  may  be  one.  The 
Committee  is  able  to  move  rapidly  into  an  area 
of  catastrophe  such  as  floods,  earthquakes  or  ty- 
phoons which  strike  with  loss  of  life  and  property. 
Not  only  relief  as  such  is  our  goal,  but  we  know 
that  reconstruction,  rehabilitation  and  reconcilia- 
tion must  follow  in  many  situations  if  lasting 
benefits  are  to  be  obtained.  Sometimes  the  Com- 
mittee deals  in  unusual  services  in  order  to  reach 
these  goals.  Recently  a  plane  load  of  heifers,  which 
had  been  contributed  by  some  social-action-con- 
scious members  of  the  Massachusetts  Conference, 
was  dedicated  and  sent  to  Iran.  These  heifers  will 
help  replace  the  depleted,  disease-ridden  herds  of 

poor  farmers.  They  will  bring  much-needed  milk 
to  children  and  help  improve  the  economy  of  their 
parents.  The  first  offspring  of  each  heifer  will  be 
given  to  another  farmer,  who  in  turn  will  give  the 
first  off-spring  of  his  gift  animal  to  a  needy  neigh- 
bor, thus  improving  the  breeding  stock  of  many. 
These  gifts  will  have  ever-widening  and  far-reach- 
ing possibilities  of  helpfulness.  Most  people  are 
eager  to  help  themselves  when  a  good  way  is  pre- 
sented to  them.  The  Christian  way  is  not  to  save  a 
child  today  that  he  may  die  tomorrow,  or  to  with- 
hold all  help  because  his  plight  seems  so  hopeless, 
but  to  offer  as  much  well-planned,  intelligent  help 
as  we  can,  as  long  as  we  can,  and  trust  God  to 
m  *       multiply  the  "bread"  of  our  offering.

It  isn't  more  money  that  the  Church  in  America 
needs  but  rather  a  deeper  sense  of  mission.  The  Christian  evangel  must  be  lived  not  less 
than  preached.  And  when  it  ceases  to  be  lived,  it  ceases  to  be  Christian.  If  the  truth  be 
known,  this  richest  nation  in  the  world,  and  indeed  of  history,  spends  not  too  much  but 
too  little  on  missions,  home  and  foreign,  for  its  soul's  sake.

sense  of  responsibility  of  lay- 
men in  the  work  and  witness 
of  the  Church  among  the 
men  canvassers  who  served. 
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..When  Christians  recommend  love  in  place  of  law  and  force  they  do  not 
always  remember  what  the  Cross  of  Christ  says  about  love.  The  Cross  says 
that  the  kind  of  love  that  breaks  up  hard  selfishness  and  changes  the  world 
is  a  costly  business.  The  Cross  is  not  a  smjle;  it  Is  not  a  sentiment  of  goodwill; 
it  js  not  a  painless  contribution'  of  spare  time  or  surplus  goods.  "God  shows 
his  love  for  us  in  that  while  we  were  yet  sinners  Christ  died  for  us."  This  does 
not  mean  that  everyone  who  takes  Christian  love  seriously  will  die  a  martyr's 
death.  It  does  mean  that  if  we  try  to  love  our  fellowmen  as  God  loves  us  we 
would  better  be  prepared  for  suffering.  If  we  ask  why  the  Christian  churches, 
despite  their  growth  in  numbers,  do  not  seem  to  move  the  world  much  nearer 
the  kingdom  of  God,  may  not  this  be  a  part  of  the  answer:  we  want  a  better 
world  and  we  think  the  "way  of  love"  ought  to  be  tried,  but  we  also  want  to 
be  "carried  to  the  skies  on  flowery  beds  of  ease."  God  is  love.  But  God,  in 
Christ,  died  on  a  Cross.  It  is  time  we  took  notice.  ■  Herman  F;  Reissig

,  to  Hawaii,  the  Church  Fi- 
nance Advisory  Service  has 
assisted  our  churches  by  di- 
recting financial  projects  for 
new  buildings,  additions, 
modernization  or  renovation, 
or  to  liquidate  debts.  By  the 
end  of  1959,  319  such  proj- 
ects, raising  $15,253,351 
were  undertaken.  Perhaps 
of  greater  significance  is  the 
fact  that  16,687  men  were

proportionate  giving  and  were  taught  to  impart  the  instruction  and  inspiration  to  others.

No  doubt  about  it!  A  guilty  conscience  has  a  paralyzing  effect.  Accumulated 
guilt  takes  the  spring  out  of  the  soul,  sometimes  to  the  point  of  physical 
illness.  A  real  experience  of  forgiveness,  which  means  acceptance  in  spite  of 
our  sin,  can  be  a  releasing  experience,  putting  the  spring  back  in  the  soul 
and,  even  in  the  body. 

Why  do  we  so  often  go  without  the  forgiveness  we  deeply  need  from  an- 
other human  being?  For  two  reasons.  Honest  confession  hurts.  It  threatens  to 
rob  us  of  the  respect  we  crave.  And  then,  we  are  not  sure  that  the  other's  love 
is  strong  enough  to  stand  the  strain.  We  can  forgive  only  when  love  of  the 
other  is  greater  than  our  self-love.  God  is  the  great  forgiver,  accepting  us  even 
at  our  worst,  because  He  truly  loves.  Confession  still  hurts.  It  ought  to!  But 
the  release  given  by  forgiving  love  is  like  coming  out  of  prison  or  emerging 
from  sickness  to  health.

wo  symbols  point  to  two  events.  These  symbols  are  the 
crucifix  and  the  empty  cross.  Both  identify  events  in  the  life 
of  one  Man.  And  through  this  man  and  these  events  the  yearn- 
ing concern  of  God  for  his  creation  became  so  intensified  that 
the  Living  God  burst  with  saving  power  into  the  midst  of 
human  need. 

Multitudes  of  Christians  make  the  crucifix  the  center  of 
their  devotion,  maintaining  that  the  agony  of  unrelieved  suf- 
fering in  love  seems  most  characteristic  of  this  moment  of 
revealing.  Through  pictures  of  the  pain  of  the  Savior,  and  Sta- 
tions of  the  Cross,  this  event  is  re-lived  week  after  week  in  the 
sacrifice  of  the  Mass. 

Other  multitudes  of  Christians  make  the  empty  cross  the 
center  of  their  devotion.  They  maintain  that  the  victory  of 
God  over  sin  and  death  is  most  characteristic  of  this  moment 
of  revealing.  The  man  no  longer  hangs  on  a  cross.  He  is  the 
Living  Presence  in  our  midst,  in  whom  we  have  fellowship 
one  with  another  through  the  Spirit  about  a  Common  Table. 

The  cross  of  Christ  without  the  resurrection  of  Christ  is  a 
permanent  source  of  unending  despair  and  defeat  —  another 
brute  tragedy  in  a  long  history  of  tragedy  —  love  running  up 
against  a  wall  and  getting  bloody  and  bowed. 

But  the  resurrection  of  Christ  without  the  cross  of  Christ  is 
only  one  more  questionable  miracle  story,  if  no  one  was  cruci- 
fied, dead  and  buried  —  a  prize  offered  to  one  who  did  not  run 
the  race,  a  victory  without  suffering. 

The  empty  Cross  which  broods  over  the  dawn  upon  the  city 
bears  witness  to  this  fact:  "No  Cross,  No  Crown."  A  cross  with- 
out a  crown  is  a  curse  and  a  despair,  a  crushing  defeat.  A 
crown  without  a  cross  is  a  delusion. 

Miguel  de  Unamuno,  great  Spanish  philosopher,  said:  "May 
God  deny  you  peace,  but  give  you  glory."  Saint  Paul  wrote  to 
the  Roman  church  "If  we  have  died  with  Christ,  we  shall  also 
live  with  Christ."

Our  Church-Related,  Christian  College 

Elon  College  is  a  four-year  coeducational  liberal  arts  college  supported 
by  the  Congregational  Christian  Churches  to  give  young  men  and  women  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  a  college  education  in  a  moral  and  religious  atmosphere. 

Its  establishment  in  1889  was  the  result  of  the  determination  on  the  part 
of  the  Christian  Church  to  have  a  school  which  would  prepare  young  people 
for  leadership  in  the  church.  Elon  College  is  unique  among  Congregational 
Christian  schools:  no  other  school  can  claim  so  close  a  relationship  with  the 
Congregational  Christian  Church.  Among  the  state  superintendents  of  the 
Church,  four  are  Elon  graduates  and  one  is  the  recipient  of  an  honorary  de- 
gree; other  alumni  presently  hold  executive  responsibilities  in  the  Southern 
Convention.  In  addition,  70  per  cent  of  the  ministers  serving  churches  in 
the  Southern  Convention  are  Elon  graduates.  Many  other  graduates  are  en- 
gaged in  religious  vocations.  By  any  test,  Elon  College  is  accomplishing  the 
task  envisioned  for  it  by  its  founders. 

Elon  offers  educational  opportunities  for  young  people  in  numerous 
fields.  It  believes  that  the  student  in  a  small  Christian  College  has  distinct 
advantages.  Individualized  instruction  in  a  religious  atmosphere,  personal  in- 
terest and  understanding  on  the  part  of  professors  and  students  characterize 
life  at  Elon.  There  exists  a  genuine  spirit  of  Christian  cooperation. 

National  Christian  College  Day  is  set  aside  for  emphasizing  the  fact  that 
the  Church  and  the  College  must  live  and  work  together  in  the  closest  pos- 
sible relationship,  for  they  are  interdependent  in  the  task  of  developing  the 
whole  man.  Both  are  indispensable  to  his  welfare.  The  Church  must  continue 
its  emphasis  on  education — increasing  its  interest  and  support. 

We  of  the  Congregational  Christian  Churches  must  maintain  our  Chris-

It  is  appropriate  on  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  American  Board 
that  we  remember  people  and  events  that  helped  establish  foreign  mission  enter- 
prises. These  pictures  and  stories  contrast  yesterday's  labors  with  today's  challenges. 


With  the  ordination  of 
five  young  men  at  Salem, 
Massachusetts  on  February 
6th,  1812,  the  churches  of 
New  England  commissioned 
their  first  representatives 
for  service  overseas  under 
the  new  American  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  For- 
eign Missions.  One  of  the 
most  remarkable  of  this 
group  was  Adoniram  Judson, 


a  born  leader  with  great  independence  of  spirit.  He 
became  convinced  while  reading  the  New  Testament 
on  the  long  voyage  to  India,  that  adult  baptism  was 
enjoined  by  Scripture.  He  appealed  to  the  Baptists 
of  America  for  support  and  that  group  organized 
the  second  American  foreign  missionary  society.  To- 
day, with  many  Americans  working  and  living 
overseas,  and  many  more  travelling  about  the  world, 
the  opportunities  for  Christian  witness  by  laymen 
and  women  have  multiplied.  The  Board,  working 
with  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  is  developing  programs  to  orient  and  prepare 
church  people  for  exciting  opportunities  to  share  in  our  Christian  world  mission. 
Dr.  Dennis  Mallory's  trip  to  Angola  to  set  up  a  pioneering  dentistry  program  is  an 
example  of  what  dedicated  laymen,  working  through  the  Board,  can  do. 


Friday,  May  6th,  is  May 
Fellowship  Day.  This  ob- 
servance is  sponsored  by 
United  Church  Women 
yearly  as  a  day  when  fellow- 
ship is  backed  by  study  and 
action  on  a  chosen  project. 
This  year  the  theme  is 
"Citizenship— Free  and  Re- 
sponsible." Women  will  be 
studying  the  freedoms  we 
enjoy— to  be,  to  speak,  to 
act,  to  hope,  to  sacrifice. 

They  will  think  together  about  the  freedom  of  the  human  spirit— a  gift  of  God; 
about  the  challenge  to  expand  freedom  for  those  of  the  human  race  who  are  straining j 
to  live  individual  lives  in  a  free  society  unravaged  by  war,  poverty,  disease,  andt 
inequality.  May  God  awaken  in  Christian  women  a  sensitivity  to  love  and  sacrifice. 
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Our  Father,  we  pray  for  our  home— for  the  ones 
who  daily  share  its  fellowship  with  us,  and  for  our- 
selves in  sharing  comradeship  with  them.  Strengthen 
us  until  we  make  our  home  a  place  where  thou  are 
mentioned  often,  and  thy  purpose  is  the  end  of  all  our 
striving.

Today,  May  1 5th,-  a  great  meeting  of 
remembrance  and  renewal  is  being  held 
at  Bradford,  Massachusetts  where  the 
American  foreign  missionary  movement 
was  inaugurated  in  the  early  summer  of 
1810.  Here  four  Ando.ver  Seminary  stu- 
dents met  with  the  ministers  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  persuaded  them  to  organize 
the  American  Board.  This  monument  on 
the  site  of  the  old  church  where  that 
historic  event  took  place  was  dedicated 
at  the  centennial  of  the  Board  in  1910. 
An  inscription  on  the  reverse  side  reads: 
"It  has  carried  the  gospel  into  many 


lands  and  ministered  to  millions  througl; 
churches,  schools  and  hospitals."

When  the  first  mission- 
aries of  the  American  Board 
reached  Ceylon  they  found 
not  a  single  woman  or  girl 
who  could  read.  The  Board's 
first  schools  were  opened 
to  boys  and  girls.  Resistance 
to  education  for  girls  was 
great  at  first,  but  gradually 
some  parents  began  to  see 
its  benefits.  In  1824,  the 
first  boarding  school  for 
girls  was  started  at  Oodoo- 


ville,  Ceylon.  Its  pupils  were  similar  tc 
those  shown  in  the  engraving.  As  more 
and  more  converts  were  made,  it  became 
more  acceptable  for  girls  to  be  educated. 
Christian  leaders  wanted  their  wives  and 
daughters  to  have  the  same  advantages 
they  had  had,  and  share  more  fully  the 
Christian  faith. 

American  Board  schools  in  many  coun- 
tries are  highly  respected  for  their  aca- 
demic standards  and  stress  on  social  serv- 
ices. In  Turkey,  young  women  learn  the 
importance  of  serving  their  fellowmen  at 
the  American  Collegiate  Institute  in  Izmir. 
They  volunteer  to  work  in  hospitals,  or- 
phanages, and  have  started  a  bookmobile 
for  children  and  adults  in  isolated  villages 


Christian  Layman,  Treasurer 

A  layman,  Mr.  Carl  H.  Holdridge,  left 
a  responsible  position  in  banking  to  enter 
full-time  service  in  the  Church.  He  has 
been  elected  treasurer  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Christian  Service  Committee.  In 
his  capacity  as  treasurer  also  of  the  Amer- 
ican Board  Mr.  Holdridge  has  taken  an 
active  part  in  the  program  of  International 
Seminars  for  Laymen.  He  makes  clear 
the  scope  and  complexity  of  our  Christian 
enterprise  around  the  world,  and  chal- 
lenges laymen  to  use  daily  work  as  an 
opportunity  for  Christian  witness. 
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Eternal  God,  in  whose  perfect 
kingdom  no  sword  is  drawn  but 
the  sword  of  righteousness,  and 
no  strength  known  but  the 
strength  of  love;  so  guide  and 
inspire,  we  pray  thee,  the  work 
of  those  who  seek  thy  kingdom, 
that  the  nations  may  find  their 
security,  not  in  the  force  of  arms, 
but  in  that  perfect  love  which 
casteth  out  fear,  and  in  that 
fellowship  revealed  to  us  by  thy 
Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

An  important  "first"  in  Christian  world  missions 
was  the  commissioning  by  the  American  Board  of 
Miss  Linda  Richards  as  the  first  professional  mis- 
sionary nurse.

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Portrait  oj  a  ^Missionary 

The  true  missionary  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  is  a  very  special  kind  of  Christian. 
Standards  for  his  or  her  services  to  the 
Church  overseas  have  always  been  high 
and  exacting.  A  sure  grasp  of  the  Christian 
faith,  with  a  growing  religious  experience 
and  sense  of  mission  is  the  background 
for  many  other  qualifications. 

Aside  from  being  physically  and  intel- 
lectually fit,  the  missionary  must  have  a 
broad  education  with  special  skill  in  one 
or  more  fields— education,  medicine,  agri- 
culture, administration,  the  ministry,  lan- 
guages and  other  services.  The  ability  to 
learn  new  languages,  plus  the  capacity  to 
appreciate  and  cooperate  with  other  people 
is  essential. 

Although  the  women  pictured  here  cope 
daily  with  ignorance,  poverty,  homesick- 
ness, superstition,  disease  and  tensions,  the 
knowledge  that  this  work,  God-given,  will 
not  fail,  no  matter  how  meager  the  re- 
sults may  seem,  safeguards  their  morale. 
There  is  peace  and  joy  in  spiritual  part- 
nership, and  in  the  effort  to  make  the 
Gospel  not  only  heard  but  powerful  in 
the  lives  of  men  and  women  everywhere. 

Since  1812,  when  Harriet  Newell 
(center)  went  with  her  husband  to  the 
mission  field,  capable,  dedicated  women, 
like  these  who  are  now  representing  us, 
have  shared  the  responsibilities  of  men  in 
the  work  of  the  Church  of  Christ  under 
the  direction  of  the  American  Board.

First  of  a  remarkable  company  of  mis- 
sionary doctors  who  have  gone  with  heal- 
ing into  the  dark  places  of  the  world  was 
Dr.  Peter  Parker.  He  sailed,  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  American  Board,  for 
the  Far  East  in  1834,  and  was  so  effective 
in  his  medical  work  at  Canton  that  it  was 
said  of  him,  "He  opened  China  to  Chris- 
tian missions  at  the  point  of  a  lancet." 
Although  Dr.  Parker  was  also  an  ordained 
minister,  he  showed  that  the  "secular" 
ministries  of  laymen  and  women  can  be 
one  of  the  most  effective  means  of  Chris- 
tian witness  in  the  world  mission  of  the 

Church.  For  every  missionary  who  goes  to  serve,  and 
every  Christian  national  overseas  who  strives  to  equip 
himself  with  knowledge  for  service,  there  must  be  an 
organized  body  of  Christians  supporting  them  with 
their  interest,  prayers,  and  gifts. 

Behind  young  Ravindrapal  Bundellu,  Christian 
medical  student  at  Vellore  Medical  College,  India,  is 
the  Men's  Fellowship  of  First  Congregational  Church, 
Berea,  Ohio.  Because  he  can  depend  upon  the  laymen 
of  this  church  for  at  least  two-thirds  of  his  yearly 
expenses  now,  his  work  in  a  few  years  hence  will 
daily  renew  their  "stake"  in  Christian  outreach.

"The  history  of  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  may 
be  likened  to  a  well-cut  diamond.  It  reflects 
light  and  color  from  several  facets,  and 
one  of  these  is  the  story  of  dedicated  men 
and  women  who  have  heard  the  voice  of 
God  and  responded,  "Here  am  I,  send  me." 
The  record  of  their  service  and  heroism  is 
inspiring  and  instructive;  without  their  sen- 
sitivity and  obedience  to  that  call  there 
would  be  little  to  report. 

"The  first  missionaries  were  representa- 
tives of  elements  in  a  young  and  vigorous 
America  who  were  serious  about  the  Prot- 
estant Christian  faith."  They  had  no  par- 
ticular training  beyond  seminary,  and  no 
knowledge  of  the  lands  or  peoples  to  whom 
they  were  to  minister.  Their  average  life  on 
the  field,  in  India,  was  four  years. 

Today's  missionary  is  given  an  orienta- 
tion which  prepares  him,  as  much  as  is 
possible,  for  his  new  opportunities  and  liv- 
ing conditions.  Whereas  those  who  opened 
the  way  for  him  evangelized  almost  exclu- 
sively by  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  the 
"missionary"  of  today  is  a  teacher,  doctor, 
agriculturist  or  a  social  service  worker,  as 
well  as  a  witness  through  preaching.  He 
is  aware,  perhaps  more  than  at  any  other 
time  in  the  history  of  missions,  that  each 
simple,  Christlike  deed  may  be  a  means 
of  communicating  his  faith.

In  the  mysterious  providence  of  God  it  was  an 
undergraduate  secret  society  at  Williams  College, 
Williamstown,  Massachusetts  which  led  to  the 
far-flung  enterprise  of  American  foreign  missions. 
The  records  of  the  Brethren  were  kept  in  cipher 
because  they  feared  that  premature  publicity  would 
defeat  their  purpose.  This  Constitution,  dated  Sep- 
tember 7,  1808,  records  their  determination  "to 
effect,  in  the  persons  of  its  members,  a  mission,  or 
missions,  to  the  heathen."  In  1810  the  Brethren 
persuaded  the  ministers  of  Massachusetts  to  organ- 
ize the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  For- 
eign Missions.  It  was  the  vision  and  zeal  of  college 
and  seminary  students  which  pushed  the  New  Eng- 
land churches  into  foreign  missions  1 50  years  ago.

The  Mount  of  Temptation 

The  temptation  of  Jesus  by  Satan  is 
believed  by  many  to  have  taken  place  in 
this  mountain.  The  inhabited  part  of 
Judea  stood  on  the  central  plateau  which 
was  the  backbone  of  Southern  Palestine. 
Between  it  and  the  Dead  Sea  there 
stretched  a  terrible  wilderness,  thirty-five 
by  fifteen  miles.  It  was  called  "The  Devas- 
tation" for  its  hills  were  like  dust  heaps, 
its  rocks  bare  and  jagged.  Some  places 
ran  out  to  precipices  1,200  feet  high.  The 
Temptation  Story  shows  us  Jesus'  rejec- 
tion of  power  and  glory  for  the  way  of 
suffering  and  the  Cross. 


Talladega  Ranks  With  Best 

In  1867  the  American  Missionary  Asso- 
ciation saw  in  Talladega,  Alabama,  an  op- 
portunity for  service  through  a  Christian 
school.  It  began  as  a  primary  school  but  in 
two  years  was  incorporated  as  a  college  and 
now  is  recognized  nationally  for  its  high 
scholastic  and  program  standing  as  a 
"Class  A"  college.  An  inter-racial  college, 
it  serves  300  students  and  provides  a  li- 
brary for  Negroes  of  the  town;  operates 
a  bookmobile  in  rural  areas;  and  trains 
teachers  of  whom  it  is  said  they  lift  the 
whole  level  of  education  in  hundreds  of 
communities.  Financial  aid  for  students 
includes  scholarships,  grants-in-aid,  loans, 
and  part-time  employment.  Talladega  is  a 
part  of  our  Christian  World  Mission. 


Community  Stewardship 

This  lovely  church,  erected  by  the  peo- 
ple of  Pleasant  Hill,  Tennessee  is  a  monu- 
ment to  their  efforts  to  provide  a  modern 
sanctuary  for  worship  in  a  rural  area.  Some 
people  sacrificed  Sunday  eggs,  others  de- 
nied themselves  of  other  things  or  per- 
formed deeds  of  stewardship  in  order  to 
erect  this  building.  The  community  is  be- 
coming recognized  as  a  health  center;  it 
has  furnished  a  clinic  to  the  area  and 
erected  a  home  for  the  aging  which  has 
a  significant  program.  Our  Board  of  Home 
Missions  has  long  subsidized  this  Cumber- 
land Mountain  project.

"The  history  of  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  may 
be  likened  to  a  well-cut  diamond.  It  reflects 
light  and  color  from  several  facets,  and 
one  of  these  is  the  story  of  dedicated  men 
and  women  who  have  heard  the  voice  of 
God  and  responded,  "Here  am  I,  send  me/' 
The  record  of  their  service  and  heroism  is 
inspiring  and  instructive;  without  their  sen- 
sitivity and  obedience  to  that  call  there 
would  be  little  to  report. 

"The  first  missionaries  were  representa- 
tives of  elements  in  a  young  and  vigorous 
America  who  were  serious  about  the  Prot- 
estant Christian  faith."  They  had  no  par- 
ticular training  beyond  seminary,  and  no 
knowledge  of  the  lands  or  peoples  to  whom 
they  were  to  minister.  Their  average  life  on 
the  field,  in  India,  was  four  years. 

Today's  missionary  is  given  an  orienta- 
tion which  prepares  him,  as  much  as  is 
possible,  for  his  new  opportunities  and  liv- 
ing conditions.  Whereas  those  who  opened 
the  way  for  him  evangelized  almost  exclu- 
sively by  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  the 
"missionary"  of  today  is  a  teacher,  doctor, 
agriculturist  or  a  social  service  worker,  as 
well  as  a  witness  through  preaching.  He 
is  aware,  perhaps  more  than  at  any  other 
time  in  the  history  of  missions,  that  each 
simple,  Christlike  deed  may  be  a  means 
of  communicating  his  faith.

In  the  mysterious  providence  of  God  it  was  an 
undergraduate  secret  society  at  Williams  College, 
Williamstown,  Massachusetts  which  led  to  the 
far-flung  enterprise  of  American  foreign  missions. 
The  records  of  the  Brethren  were  kept  in  cipher 
because  they  feared  that  premature  publicity  would 
defeat  their  purpose.  This  Constitution,  dated  Sep- 
tember 7,  1808,  records  their  determination  "to 
effect,  in  the  persons  of  its  members,  a  mission,  or 
missions,  to  the  heathen."  In  1810  the  Brethren 
persuaded  the  ministers  of  Massachusetts  to  organ- 
ize the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  For- 
eign Missions.  It  was  the  vision  and  zeal  of  college 
and  seminary  students  which  pushed  the  New  Eng- 
land churches  into  foreign  missions  1 50  years  ago.

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Today,  the  Board  is  devel- 
oping programs  for  bringing 
the   world   mission   of  the 
Church  again  into  the  thin 
ing  of  seminary  students.  One 
program  offers  Internships 
Abroad  to  a  few  highly  se- 
lected students  who  will  live 
study  and  work  intimate 
with  a  Christian  communi 
overseas  and  with  the  mis- 
sionaries serving  it.

For  more  than  a  century,  a  pro- 
gressive, pioneering  spirit  has  mo- 
tivated students  and  teachers  in 
Congregational  Christian  colleges. 
The  four  years  a  young  man  or 
woman  spends  in  college  must  be 
sufficient  to  enrich  and  motivate 
a  lifetime,  which  now  is  likely  to 
span  into  the  twenty-first  cen- 
tury. The  Christian  college  main- 
tains a  link  with  all  the  fruitful 
past  and  utilizes  the  best  values 
of  modern  discovery.  Its  students 
are  led  to  seek  the  truth  not  only 
through  knowledge  from  science 
but  from  philosophy,  religion,  and 
human  experience.  Among  the 
latter  are  social  and  recreational 
contacts,  most  of  which  are 
campus  centered. 

A  day  of  college  life  may  in- 
clude participation  in  many  ac- 
tivities outside  the  classroom:  in 
campus  government,  in  sports, 
in  voluntary  church  and  com- 
munity service,  preparation  for 
and  enjoyment  of  social  func- 
tions, and  conversation  with 
friends.  Administrators  know  that 
these,  and  many  others,  are  part 
of  a  well-rounded  life  so  essential 
to  balance  the  academic  program.

Little  Martha  Jane  Riggs  represents  five 
generations  of  American  Board  missionaries 
on  both  sides  of  her  family.  Her  mother,  Fran- 
ces Whitaker  Riggs  RN,  was  born  in  China, 
a  descendant  of  the  famous  Peter  Gulick  who 
went  to  the  "Sandwich  Islands"  in  1827.  Of 
his  descendants  32  missionaries  have  devoted 
some  760  years  to  the  Christian  world  mission 
through  the  American  Board.  Through  Mar- 
tha's father,  Dr.  Edward  Riggs,  is  a  heritage

and  the  angels  ministered  to  him." 

It  is  more  than  most  of  us  could  stand.  Forty  days  alone;  forty  long  days 
of  profound  inner  struggle.  Angels  were  there,  but  so  was  the  Devil.  Tension! 
Conflict!  The  voice  of  God  on  the  one  side  and  all  sorts  of  appealing  voices 
on  the  other!  The  calm  serenity  and  the  sure  purpose  of  the  later  days  were 
not  easily  achieved. 

The  world  today  often  seems  a  wilderness— a  veritable  wilderness,  where 
wild  beasts  roam  and  satanic  forces  confront  us.  We  shall  not  emerge  with 
sure  purpose  and  calm  faith  by  refusing  real  struggle  and  hard  thinking. 
Angels  are  with  us— the  angels  of  the  quiet  home,  the  hour  of  worship,  the 
companionship  of  friends.  But  without  struggle  there  are  no  victories.  Life 
in  the  world's  finest  suburb  cannot  relieve  Christians  of  the  obligation  to  go 
into  our  wilderness  and  wrestle  with  it.

The  Mount  of  Temptation 

The  temptation  of  Jesus  by  Satan  is 
believed  by  many  to  have  taken  place  in 
this  mountain.  The  inhabited  part  of 
Judea  stood  on  the  central  plateau  which 
was  the  backbone  of  Southern  Palestine. 
Between  it  and  the  Dead  Sea  there 
stretched  a  terrible  wilderness,  thirty-five 
by  fifteen  miles.  It  was  called  "The  Devas- 
tation" for  its  hills  were  like  dust  heaps, 
its  rocks  bare  and  jagged.  Some  places 
ran  out  to  precipices  1 ,200  feet  high.  The 
Temptation  Story  shows  us  Jesus'  rejec- 
tion of  power  and  glory  for  the  way  of 
suffering  and  the  Cross. 


Talladega  Ranks  With  Best 

In  1867  the  American  Missionary  Asso- 
ciation saw  in  Talladega,  Alabama,  an  op- 
portunity for  service  through  a  Christian 
school.  It  began  as  a  primary  school  but  in 
two  years  was  incorporated  as  a  college  and 
now  is  recognized  nationally  for  its  high 
scholastic  and  program  standing  as  a 
"Class  A"  college.  An  inter-racial  college, 
it  serves  300  students  and  provides  a  li- 
brary for  Negroes  of  the  town;  operates 
a  bookmobile  in  rural  areas;  and  trains 
teachers  of  whom  it  is  said  they  lift  the 
whole  level  of  education  in  hundreds  of 
communities.  Financial  aid  for  students 
includes  scholarships,  grants-in-aid,  loans, 
and  part-time  employment.  Talladega  is  a 
part  of  our  Christian  World  Mission. 


Community  Stewardship 

This  lovely  church,  erected  by  the  peo- 
ple of  Pleasant  Hill,  Tennessee  is  a  monu- 
ment to  their  efforts  to  provide  a  modern 
sanctuary  for  worship  in  a  rural  area.  Some 
people  sacrificed  Sunday  eggs,  others  de- 
nied themselves  of  other  things  or  per- 
formed deeds  of  stewardship  in  order  to 
erect  this  building.  The  community  is  be- 
coming recognized  as  a  health  center;  it 
has  furnished  a  clinic  to  the  area  and 
erected  a  home  for  the  aging  which  has 
a  significant  program.  Our  Board  of  Home 
Missions  has  long  subsidized  this  Cumber- 
land Mountain  project.

Aboard  the  Caravan  as  she 
sailed  from  Salem,  Massachu- 
setts in  1812  were  four  young 
newly-weds,  first  missionaries 
of  the  American  Board  to  go 
overseas.  They  were  the  Adoni- 
ram  Judsons  and  the  Samuel 
Newells.  The  ship  had  been 
condemned  as  unseaworthy, 
but  because  war  was  imminent 
this  was  the  only  vessel  avail- 
able. None  of  the  four  mis- 


sionaries  expected  to  see  home  again,  and  in 
fact  all  did  die  at  their  posts  in  Asia. 

To  take  full  advantage  of  the  shift  from  sail- 
ing ship  to  jet  aircraft,  from  other  added  re- 
sources for  mission  in  our  day,  such  as  the  mass 
media  of  communication,  the  Board  is  helping 
develop,  with  such  agencies  of  cooperative  mis- 
sion as  RAVEMCCO  (Radio,  Visual  Education 
and  Mass  Communication  Committee)  effective 
Christian  programs  in  radio,  television,  films, 
and  mobile  audio-visual  units  for  reaching  more 
people  in  many  countries  around  the  world.

Sunday  Bulletin  Service 

Today  marks  the  inauguration  of  the  Sunday  Bulletin  Service 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ.  The  bulletins,  planned  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  service  of  worship  in  the  congregations  of  the  United 
Church,  will  conserve  the  best  features  of  the  Missions  Council 
Sunday  bulletins  (CC)  and  the  Weekly  Bulletins  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  United  Promotion  (ER).  This  service  will  be  the 
most  widely  read  publication  of  the  United  Church,  with  monthly 
figures  reaching  about  two  million  copies.  It  is  committed  to  the  en- 
richment of  worship,  and  to  the  dissemination  of  information  on  the 
many  ministries  of  the  United  Church,  and  made  available  to  con- 
gregations with  the  earnest  prayer  that  it  may  have  a  part  in  uniting 
our  churches  in  this  challenging  venture  of  faith. 

Labor  Day  and  the  Church 

Observances  of  Labor  Day  were  begun  in  1869  as  a  laborer's  national  holiday.  The 
church  on  the  day  re-emphasizes  the  role  which  the  Christian  conscience  has  played 
in  fashioning  more  just  and  humane  labor  conditions,  and  in  exalting  and  honoring 
all  honest  toil. 

The  Christian  has  alwavs  recognized  the  dignity  of  work.  For  him,  work  is  an 
ethical  duty  and  has  positive  value.  "He  who  prays  and  labors  lifts  his  heart  to  God 
with  his  hands,"  said  Bernard  of  Clairvaux.  The  early  followers  of  Jesus  were  laboring 
men;  they  were  laymen  seeking  truth  and  salvation,  and  their  ministry  was  supported 
by  their  daily  work.  There  was  never  any  suggestion  that  work  was  mere  drudgery, 
or  ignoble,  or  a  necessary  evil.  Almost  any  task  we  have  the  opportunity  of  doing  may 
be  Christian,  provided  we  keep  our  eyes  on  the  chief  goal,  which  is  the  service  of  our 
fellow  men.  Deep-rooted  in  the  Christian  concept  is  this  element  of  service  in  work, 
and  it  involves  a  self-giving  far  beyond  the  normal  demands  of  routine.

For  the  Building  of  Christ's  Kingdom 

The  urgency  for  the  building  of  the  Kingdom  imposed  upon  us  by  the  changing 
times,  the  spiritual  resources  available  through  faith  in  God,  and  the  universality  of 
the  Gospel  will  be  the  concern  of  some  12,000  church  leaders  of  the  Evangelical  and 
Reformed  Church  when  the  fall  meetings  of  the  Synods  take  place.  In  these  meetings 
the  role  of  the  churches  in  Our  Christian  World  Mission  will  be  presented  in  various 
significant  ways— some  by  tried  and  tested  conferences  and  discussions,  some  by 
dramatic  presentations.  Wider  vision  and  insight,  inspiration,  and  a  renewed  sense  of 
responsibility  are  the  aims  of  these  meetings.

Church  in  Chikore 

The  new  church  at  Chikore  in  South- 
ern Rhodesia,  Africa,  is  being  built 
through  the  combined  efforts  of  its  mem- 
bers and  interested  friends  in  the  United 
States.  It  will  be  the  first  church  in  this 
part  of  Southern  Rhodesia  to  have  been 
designed  by  an  architect,  and  will  include 
many  features,  such  as  a  pastor's  office 
and  committee  room,  which  are  typical  of 
our  churches  here.  Mr.  Henry  Bwerudza, 
who  is  shown  going  over  the  plans,  will 
do  two  murals  for  the  church.  A  primary 
school  teacher,  he  has  painted  a  series  of 
pictures  on  the  life  of  Christ  in  an  African 
setting.  One  of  his  pictures,  Christ  on  the 
Way  to  Golgotha,  was  printed  in  the  New 
York  Times.  Chikore  is  140  miles  from 
the  nearest  railroad. 


Starting  Point  for  the  Mission  to  Everywhere 

The  Church  exists  by  mission,  as  fire  exists  by  burning.  The  life  of  the  Church  is  its 
mission,  and  its  mission  is  its  life.  Gathered  in  obedience,  united  in  faith  and  need,  and 
knowing  whom  we  serve,  we  face  the  same  high  task  of  continuing  Christ's  redemptive 
ministry  to  a  world  that  needs  the  Gospel  as  never  before.

Today,  each  church, 
thus  empowered,  becomes  a  starting  point  for  the  mission  to  everywhere— each  church 
member  a  missionary.  With  lives  enkindled,  church  attendance  is  not  a  "kind  of 
nationalistic  cult,"  but  a  manifestation  of  Christ's  presence  on  earth.

One 
case  contains  a  phonograph,  the  other 
records,  children's  books  and  pamphlets 
for  parents.  Each  child  in  the  Primary 
Department  will  be  able  to  have  the  "Lit- 
tle Traveler"  for  one  week.  Records  and 
materials  are  chosen  for  each  age,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  soon  slides  and  a  viewer  may 
be  available  to  cover  visually  stories  and 
parables  in  the  life  of  Jesus.  Church 
leaders  are  finding  that  parents  and  chil- 
dren are  interested  in  and  enjoying  this 
experience. 

Christian  Education  in  the  United  Church 

Since  1952  the  Christian  education  staffs  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church 
and  the  Congregational  Christian  Churches  have  been  working  closely  on  curriculum 
planning  and  development  of  materials  for  our  church  schools.  The  results  of  this 
cooperation  are  now  apparent  in  the  United  Church  Curriculum.  Materials  for  use 
in  the  Nursery  Departments  are  now  available  to  Christian  education  leaders;  addi- 
tional parts  of  this  curriculum— a  fresh  and  significant  approach  in  the  field  of  Christian 
education— will  be  made  available  to  church  schools  in  1961,  '62,  '63  and  '64. 


Who  Has  Greater  Worth? 

How  can  a  child,  especially  a  small 
child,  have  an  experience  of  God-is-Love 
and  God-is-here-now?  By  the  way  he  is 
treated,  cared  for,  helped,  enjoyed.  Chil- 
dren are  the  most  precious  beings  in  the 
universe.  Their  teachers  have  been  en- 
trusted by  God  and  by  the  church  and 
their  parents  to  help  them  grow  in  love 
and  understanding.  To  do  this,  the  good 
teachers  treat  children  with  respect  and 
concern,  observe  them,  listen  to  them, 
think  about  them,  try  to  do  for  each  one 
what  he  most  needs  to  have  done.  This 
person-to-person  teaching  communicates 
the  Good  News  to  children  by  living  the 
gospel,  and  by  talking  with  them  about 
it.  It  requires  that  we  care  deeply  for 
children,  and  put  all  of  our  talents  to 
work.

On  October  11th,  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  will  con- 
vene in  Annual  Meeting  where  the  first  meeting 
of  Commissioners  took  place  150  years  ago.  First 
Congregational  Church,  Farmington,  Connecti- 
cut (left)  will  be  host  at  the  first  of  three  meet- 
ings. These  will  provide  the  major  public  occa- 
sion for  observance  of  the  anniversary.  In  the 
evening,  at  First  Church  of  Christ,  West  Hart- 
ford, a  great  mass  meeting,  with  representatives 
from  our  own  and  sister  mission  boards,  will  take 
place.  On  Wednesday  morning,  business  and 
mission  workshops  will  lead  into  an  evening  pro- 
gram that  will  be  concerned  with  directions  into 
which  we  hope  to  move  in  the  second  1 50  years 
of  our  history  of  service.  The  development  of 
ecumenical  mission  in  our  day,  of  a  cooperative 
venture  with  fellow  Christians  of  many  lands, 
is  but  a  return  to  and  enlargement  of  the  vision 
of  the  pioneers  of  1810  who  made  the  Board 
ecumenical  in  practice  and  spirit  from  its  be- 
ginning. Let  us  help  the  Board  fulfill  new  plans 
for  this  new  day. 


United  Church  Extension

Despite  racial,  cultural  and  national  differences,  Christians  around  the  world  are 
re-discovering  their  spiritual  oneness.  Asian  Christians  think  in  terms  of  one  Church 
of  Christ  everywhere.  Indian  Christians  share  their  faith  in  Africa  and  Thailand  where 
their  co-workers  include  Christians  from  Korea,  the  Philippines,  Germany  and  the 
United  States:  one  fellowship— one  faith.  In  our  country,  thirteen  member  commu-  [ 
nions  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  are  sponsoring  "Household  of  Faith,"  a  film 
which  demonstrates  the  impressive  growth  of  cooperation  among  the  peoples  of  the 
world  Christian  community.  This  project  is  related  to  the  interdenominational  foreign 
mission  study  theme— "Into  All  the  World  Together"  and  depicts  an  outstanding 
example  of  united  Christian  witness. 

On  "Mission  to  America1 

"A  natural  and  inevitable  result  of  years  of  missions  to  peoples  overseas,"  says  the 
Pilgrim  State  News  (Massachusetts  Conference),  "is  that  sooner  or  later  there  would  be 
missions  from  Christians  overseas  to  America.  It  is  about  to  happen,  and  we  rejoice  in  the 
significance  of  the  fact."  This  program,  part  of  the  1  50th  anniversary  celebration  of  the 

American  Board,  will  bring  the  Rev.  Paul 
Nishida  and  Mrs.  Nishida,  who  work  in 
the  United  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan, 
to  fulfill  a  "Mission  to  America"  through  ; 
conferences  of  young  people  which  are  to 
be  held  in  many  states  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall.  Pictured  with  Mr.  Nishida 
is  the  Rev.  Paul  Gregory,  Secretary  for 
Japan  and  the  Philippines.  Mr.  Nishida,  ' 
a  graduate  of  Doshisha  University,  is  an  I 
outstanding  man  of   the   Church;  his 
eldest  son  is  an  ordained  minister  also. 

"No  mission  board,"  says  this  Christian 
leader,  "can  realize  its  full  potential  in 
service  to  the  Japanese  people  at  this  time 
without  a  very  strong  evangelistic  pro- 
gram." As  he  and  others  move  among  our 
churches  they  will  be  symbols  of  the 
growth  of  the  united  evangelical  witness 
around  the  world.

his  Reformation  Sunday  is  devoted  to  a  re- 
affirmation of  Protestant  doctrines,  and  to  thanksgiv- 
ing for  the  heroic  men  of  Christian  history.  We  re- 
member those  whose  conscience  would  not  let  them 
be  separated  from  God  by  the  love  of  power,  wealth,  and  worldly 
grandeur  existant  in  the  Church.  "Leadership  for  a  reformation 
appeared  practically  simultaneously  in  Germany  and  in  Switzer- 
land. Martin  Luther,  a  monk  and  professor  in  Germany,  chal- 
lenged many  of  the  doctrines  and  practices  of  the  Roman  Church; 
Ulrich  Zwingli,  a  parish  priest  of  Zurich,  Switzerland  began  also 
to  challenge  it.  The  Reformation  produced  two  churches,  those 
who  followed  Luther  (Lutherans)  and  those  who  followed  Zwingli 
(The  Reformed  Church)." 

Out  of  the  Evangelican  Union  which  had  sought  union  of  the 
Reformed  and  Lutheran  faiths  came  founders  of  the  Evangelical 
Synod  of  North  America,  which  body  united  with  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  U.S.  in  1934  to  become  the  Evangelical  and  Re- 
formed Church. 

"Congregationalism  had  its  beginning  in  England  and  was 
brought  to  the  United  States  in  1620:  The  Christian  Church, 
a  union  of  groups  from  the  Methodists  from  North  Carolina, 
Baptists  from  Vermont,  and  Presbyterians  from  Kentucky,  came 
into  being  in  1820.  The  General  Council  of  Congregational 
Churches  was  united  with  the  General  Convention  of  the  Christian 
Church  in  1931  under  the  name  of  Congregational  Christian 
Churches." 

These  several  members  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  each  with  its 
own  distinctive  contribution  to  make,  now  join  hands  and  hearts 
in  the  United  Church  of  Christ  to  do  what  we  believe  is  God's 
will  for  us  in  these  mid-century  years. 

The  United  Seminary  Appeal 

The  theological  seminary  is  vital  to  the  life  of  every  congrega- 
tion in  the  United  Church  of  Christ.  The  three  seminaries  of  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  report  substantial  increases 
in  enrollments  although  the  number  of  graduates  from  these 
schools  is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  growing  need  for  ministers. 
Enlarged  student  bodies,  however,  make  necessary  new  dormi- 
tories, greater  library  and  class  room  facilities.  The  United  Semi- 
nary Appeal,  given  place  by  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church 
in  the  observance  of  Reformation  Sunday,  reminds  us  of  the 
pressing  need  to  make  available  adequate  facilities  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  young  men  and  women  for  the  parish  ministry. 
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His  "gifts  unto  men"  were  varied.  Some  He  made  Special  Messengers, 
some  prophets,  some  preachers  of  the  Gospel;  to  some  He  gave  the  power 
to  guide  and  teach  his  people.  His  gifts  were  made  that  Christians  might 
be  properly  equipped  for  their  service  .  .  .  Ephesians  11,  12

Christian  women  have  a  remarkable  place  in  the  life 
and  mission  of  the  Church.  The  fact  that  more  than  ten 
million  women  are  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the 
Protestant  churches  of  our  land  is  proof  of  their  appre- 
ciation of  their  responsibilities  embodied  in  the  building 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  around  the  world.  The  work  of 
the  United  Church  of  Christ  is  being  enriched  by  per- 
sonal and  group  services  of  women  in  the  Women's  Fel- 
lowship and  the  Women's  Guild.  In  special  services  of 
worship  the  women  of  many  of  our  churches  are  dedi- 
cating their  gifts  and  devotion;  their  projects  "proclaim 
the  Gospel." 

The  Contribution  of  the  United  Church  Herald 

In  America  today  there  are  almost  a  thousand  religious  journals  with  a  combined 
circulation  of  more  than  fifty  million  copies  per  issue.  Since  October,  1958,  when 
The  Messenger  and  Advance  magazines  became  the  United  Church  Herald,  we  have 
had  an  effective  joint  witness  in  this  tide  of  religious  truth.

The  church  can  utilize  the  talents  of  everyone,  but  its  members  should 
be  especially  concerned  that  those  who  feel  they  can  realize  the  full  usefulness  of 
their  talents  in  the  ministry  and  other  church  vocations  be  encouraged  and  supported 
in  their  preparation  for  and  growth  in  the  "work  of  all  works".

Mercy  With  Speed 

In  a  matter  of  hours  after  the  first  of 
the  disastrous  tremors  had  struck  Chile, 
our  churches  were  able  to  rush  indis- 
pensable materials  of  relief  to  the  people 
of  the  lower  half  of  the  nation.  This  was 
possible  because  Church  World  Service 
could  work  through  the  Ayuda  Christiana 
Evangelica,  their  counterpart  Chilean  na- 
tional relief  agency.  CWS  has  been  able 
to  accomplish  similar  missions  of  mercy- 
with-speed  in  many  places  because  of  its 
capacity  for  rapport  with  existing  organi- 
zations nearest  to  an  emergency  situation. 
Let  us  remember  that  world  relief  tasks 
are  greater  than  any  one  agency. 

The  Ministry  of  Stewardship 

"As  each  has  received  a  gift,  employ  it  for  one  another  .  .  ." 

All  that  we  have  and  are  is  a  gift  to  us  from  God.  It  is  with  this  truth  of  our  faith 
that  this  ministry  begins.  God  has  given  us  life,  ability,  time,  opportunity,  and  the 
means  of  livelihood  —  everything  —  as  a  trust.  The  ministry  of  stewardship  is  the 
Christian  administration  of  that  trusteeship.  The  purpose  of  this  ministry  is  to  help 
individuals  to  be  aware  that  they  are  trustees  of  all  life,  and  to  be  better  equipped 
to  use  the  treasures  God  has  given  them  for  his  ends.  Too  often  this  ministry  is 
thought  of  only  in  terms  of  the  money  God  has  caused  to  come  into  our  possession. 
It  is  far  more!  It  is  concerned  with  how  we  use  all  the  gifts  of  power  over  men,  as 
well  as  our  treasure,  for  God's  purposes.  It  is  concerned  that  all  these  gifts  of  God 
be  dedicated  to  the  fulfillment  of  his  will  on  earth.  That  we  use  his  gifts  as  he  would 
have  them  used  and  not  in  accordance  with  our  own  selfish  desires,  is  the  goal  of  the 
ministry  of  stewardship. 

Significant  Ecumenical  Program 

The  word  "ecumenical"  is  properly 
used  to  describe  everything  that  relates 
to  the  whole  task  of  the  whole  Church  to 
bring  the  Gospel  to  the  whole  world.  It 
therefore  covers  equally  the  missionary 
movement  and  the  movement  towards 
unity.  By  observing  days  and  seasons 
which  point  to  the  unity  and  mission  of 
the  Church,  and  by  special  study  pro- 
grams and  financial  support,  a  local  con- 
gregation can  strengthen  its  identification 
with  the  whole  task  of  the  whole  Church 
in  the  whole  world,  and  in  turn  be 
strengthened  as  a  local  congregation. 
Serious  participation  in  a  program  of  ecumenical  observances  (prepared  for  our 
churches)  is  part  of  our  manifestation  of  oneness  in  Christ.

"Household  of  Faith" 


Despite  racial,  cultural  and  national  differences,  Christians  around  the  world  are 
re-discovering  their  spiritual  oneness.  Asian  Christians  think  in  terms  of  one  Church 
of  Christ  everywhere.  Indian  Christians  share  their  faith  in  Africa  and  Thailand  where 
their  co-workers  include  Christians  from  Korea,  the  Philippines,  Germany  and  the 
United  States:  one  fellowship— one  faith.  In  our  country,  thirteen  member  commu- 
nions of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  are  sponsoring  ''Household  of  Faith,"  a  film 
which  demonstrates  the  impressive  growth  of  cooperation  among  the  peoples  of  the 
world  Christian  community.  This  project  is  related  to  the  interdenominational  foreign 
mission  study  theme— "Into  All  the  World  Together"  and  depicts  an  outstanding 
example  of  united  Christian  witness. 

On  "Mission  to  America1 

"A  natural  and  inevitable  result  of  years  of  missions  to  peoples  overseas,"  says  the 
Pilgrim  State  News  (Massachusetts  Conference),  "is  that  sooner  or  later  there  would  be 
missions  from  Christians  overseas  to  America.  It  is  about  to  happen,  and  we  rejoice  in  the 
significance  of  the  fact."  This  program,  part  of  the  1  50th  anniversary  celebration  of  the 

American  Board,  will  bring  the  Rev.  Paul 
Nishida  and  Mrs.  Nishida,  who  work  in 
the  United  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan, 
to  fulfill  a  "Mission  to  America"  through 
conferences  of  young  people  which  are  to 
be  held  in  many  states  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall.  Pictured  with  Mr.  Nishida 
is  the  Rev.  Paul  Gregory,  Secretary  for 
Japan  and  the  Philippines.  Mr.  Nishida, 
a  graduate  of  Doshisha  University,  is  an 
outstanding  man  of  the  Church;  his 
eldest  son  is  an  ordained  minister  also. 

"No  mission  board,"  says  this  Christian 
leader,  "can  realize  its  full  potential  in 
service  to  the  Japanese  people  at  this  time 
without  a  very  strong  evangelistic  pro- 
gram."

Lest  We  Forget 


As  we  approach  Christmas,  the  Advent  season  in 
the  Church  stands  in  bold  contrast  to  the  glare  and 
blare  of  Main  Street.  He  who  is  about  to  be  born 
anew  into  our  world  came  not  with  the  fanfare  of 
trumpets.  The  nervous  tensions  built  up  through  the 
rush  of  last  minute  preparations  often  plunge  us  back 
into  darkness  like  that  of  the  Bethlehem  night  when 
no  room  could  be  found  in  the  inn  for  him  who  was 
God's  gift  to  a  sinning  world. 

Mid-Advent  reminds  us  that  more  important  than 
setting  the  rooms  of  our  house  in  order  is  the  prepara- 
tion of  mind  and  heart  for  the  deeper  meanings  of 
Christmas.  We  need  quiet  moments  for  worship  and 
meditation  lest  we  forget  that  it  is  the  incarnation  of 
God  in  Jesus  Christ,  not  the  commercialism  of  Main 
Street,  that  gives  Christmas  its  true  significance. 

We  Need  to  Rememler 

A  part  of  the  preparation  of  our  minds  and  hearts  for  the  deeper  meanings  of 
Christmas  includes  our  thoughts  for  those  who  need  material  benefits  which  we,  in 
our  Father's  generosity,  are  able  to  provide.  Congregational  Christians,  through  the 
Christmas  Fund,  remember  their  ministers  in  a  very  special  way.  Christmas  checks 
and  an  emergency  fund  provide  vitally  needed  help  for  many  —  retired  ministers,  their 
widows,  and  those  with  special  problems.  Church-related  homes  for  children  are 
largely  dependent  for  their  maintenance  upon  Christmas  offerings  from  Evangilical 
and  Reformed  Churches.  This,  along  with  support  for  hospitals  and  homes  for  the 
aged,  is  part  of  an  ever-enlarging  compassionate  ministry  to  hundreds  of  homeless  — 
and  sometimes  friendless  —  people  who  but  for  the  Church  would  be  dependent  upon 
the  state.  The  Advent  season  evokes  love,  gratitude,  tenderness  and  many  other 
Christian  emotions  rare  to  Main  Street.  Let  us  give  to  this  blessed  "encounter  with 
God"  the  season's  true  significance. 

Showing  Forth  the  Spirit  of  Christ 

For  fifteen  years  Dr.  Kazuo  Saikawa  was  chief  of  surgery  at  Nagishima  Aisein  Lep- 
rosarium in  Japan.  He  visited  Taiwan  several  times  to  do  plastic  surgery  on  some  of 
the  estimated  ten  thousand  lepers,  and 
their  plight  so  touched  his  heart  that  he 
resigned  his  important  post  in  Japan  and 
is  now  a  missionary  sent  by  the  Overseas 
Committee  on  Evangelism  of  the  United 
Church  of  Japan.  His  home  church  agreed 
to  help  care  for  his  elderly  mother  and 
father,  and  his  eldest  son  who  is  in  school 
in  Japan.  His  humble,  Christian  concern 
for  others  has  motivated  many  people  into 
action:  his  own  small  church,  the  United 
Church  of  Japan,  Taiwan  Leprosy  Relief 
Association,  and  the  Tainan  Special  Skin 
Clinic  help  him  show  forth  his  interest  in 
the  spiritual  as  well  as  physical  welfare  of 
hundreds  who  need  him. 
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These  things  spake  Jesus  .  .  .  the  words  which  thou  gavest  me  I  have 
given  unto  them;  and  they  have  received  them,  and  knew  of  a  truth 
that  I  came  forth  from  thee,  and  they  believed  that  thou  didst  send  me.

In  a  critical 
period  of  the  world's  life,  such  as  ours,  the  American  Bible  Society  is  providing  an 
indispensable  ministry,  essential  to  the  very  life  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the 
Christian  Church.

A  revolutionary  new  program  for  the  education  of  American  ministers  was  inaugurated 
by  the  American  Board  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  M.  Rogers  of  Hartford  Theological 
Seminary  were  chosen  first  representatives  of  a  pilot  project  to  familiarize  ministers, 
and  through  them  their  con- 
gregations, with  Christian 
churches  abroad.  Our  best 
theological  students  will 
have  this  opportunity  to 
work  for  a  year  under  the  di- 
rection of  Christian  leaders 
where  missionaries  of  Amer- 
ican churches  are  working 
in  partnership  with  a  church 
of  another  culture.
